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Business and the Credit Pool 

President Hoover’s plan for the relief of 
the credit situation in respect of banks is 
an emergency measure which, although di- 
rectly applicable only to the technical im- 
provement of banking, carries a promise of 
a deal of actual benefit to the general pub- 
lic. What it will accomplish in this respect 
will depend largely, if not wholly, on the 
manner in which the opportunities that it 
will afford are employed. The President 
asseverated that the program offers a 
means of freeing many business activities. 
Business will, seemingly, be obliged to 
work out its own plan of co-operation; but 
the laws block the path. Nobody has ex- 
pressed the intention of recommending to 
the Congress that these restrictions be 
slackened. If business can work up cour- 
age commensurate with its potential 
strength, perhaps it can do some proposing 
to the Congress on its own hook. 

As one of the direct purposes of the pro- 
jected credit pool of banking resources is 
partial relief of those who are suffering be- 
cause of the forced closing of banks, it must 
follow that these, at least, will be benefited 
to some extent. Here, again, the limits of 
the beneficence of the measure are condi- 
tioned on the manner in which the bankers 
determine the relief shall be proffered. 

Bankers are not philanthropists. They 
have a great deal at stake under existing 
conditions. Their technical position in cer- 
tain respects is far from strong. They have 
been obliged to do some “squeezing” here 
and there, to “put the screws on” business 
men, to unload collateral securities whose 
margin of safety had been pared quite thin. 
This last practice, aggravating the selfish 
operations of bear stock traders, has caused 
business to suffer more than a little and has 
not been compensatingly beneficial to bank- 
ing. Locally and internationally, in nu- 
merous instances, bankers have taken steps 
under the urge of self-preservation, which 
have not been in the direction of general 
business recovery. Like industry, banking 
has been feeling the pinch of the conse- 
quences of lack of foresight. There is this 
difference: banking has been better able 
than industry to get help in avoiding the 
full burden of these consequences. In doing 
so, it has shifted a part of its burden to the 
shoulders of business, not only in the 
United States, but also in the nations of 
which Germany is a debtor. Now that 
banking has been given an opportunity to 
co-operate for its general benefit, what 
will it do to share its benefits with those 
who have shared its burdens? 

3usiness, for the most part, is far less 
in need of credit than of buyers for its 
goods. Business as a whole was overfed 
with easy credit a few years ago. ‘This 
made over-expansion possible, and popular, 
and contributed materially to the attack of 
“indigestion” which has apparently become 
chronic. Business needs sales far more 
than it needs loans. What can it do with 
more credit in a general sense? Perhaps 
it can tide over the period of curtailed buy- 
ing. But, if it does not realize that selling 


at a loss will indefinitely prolong that lean 
period, what good will better credit re- 
sources bring? 

Business has a great need of an opportu- 
nity to co-operate for its general benefit. It 
should have an opportunity to pool its re- 
sources; for the maintenance of business 
stability is as important as the assurance 
of banking ability. It cannot be accepted 
without proof that banking ability will re- 
sult in business stability. It cannot be taken 
for granted that those who may get some 
funds as a result of the endeavor to remedy 
the evils of banking failures will spend 
their relief money with anything like the 
abandon of three years ago. 

A wonderfully promising plan has been 
worked out for the relief of the financial 
stringency. Is business to be content with 
Waiting to see what measure of this relief 
will be passed along to it? Will it be any 
easier than it has been for a business con- 
cern, losing money daily, perhaps, as many 
are, to convince a relieved banker that it 
should have more credit? The banking 
situation, as a whole, aside from certain 
international aspects, is not so bad as it is 
averred to be. But, bankers’ judgment in 
respect of credits is also not so bad as it 
was a few years ago. A deal of relief for 
the industrial and commercial stringency 
may result from the proposed facilitation 
of technical banking operations; some re- 
lief, doubtless, will result. A greater meas- 
ure of relief, and a better assured, lies in 
government assistance toward the _ initia- 
tion and carrying out of a scheme of long- 
time industrial planning, somewhat along 
the lines of the Swope plan, whereby busi- 
ness may be enabled to make proper and 
necessary use of the resources which it has 
in abundance, but which it is forbidden by 
law to utilize. 

Business may, in certain instances, have 
a temporary need of a credit pool. Busi- 
ness does have a real need of an opportunity 
to establish and use a pool of its thinking 
and working forces. In a manner of speak- 
ing, business needs debits more than it 
does credit.

Co-ordinating Industrial Service 


One of the outstanding points in the 
address of the president of the National 
Paint, Oil and Varnish Association, pre- 
sented and approved at the annual meeting 
last week, is his recommendation of the 
“co-ordination of the various groups of the 
paint, varnish, and allied industries into one 
national organization.” Today, with the 
need for industrial planning most plain, with 
the working out of an economic readjust- 
ment, perhaps revolutionary, clearly neces- 
sary, the value of a strong organization in 
each industrial group must be obvious. 

The Swope plan of industrial stabiliza- 
tion presupposes the existence in every in- 
dustrial group of a national organization 
representative of every division of the group 
and consequently able to function for the 
group as a whole. In no other way can any 
group contribute to the working out of to- 
day’s problems, The most difficult phases 


of these problems, as they exist in any in- 
dustrial group, are those which have had 
their origin in the relations of the divisions 
of the group, one with another. The most 
difficult phase of the larger problems of in- 
dustry and commerce as a whole are, like- 
wise, those of inter-relationships. And as 
long as the efforts of every division of an 
industrial group, and of every group in in- 
dustry as a whole are not co-ordinated for 
the general welfare, even the ablest di- 
visional organization is heavily handi- 
capped. 

very industrial group, if it is to function 
satisfactorily in the entire economic scheme, 
must, first, function satisfactorily with respect 
to all of its divisions. An industrial group, 
le it the paint group, the fertilizer group, 
the heavy chemical group, the drug group, or 
whatsover, is a composite be dy. It is the sum 
of its divisions—no more, no less. ‘To re- 
gard it as anything else, as something apart 
from its divisions or as excluding any one or 
more of its divisions, is to jeopardize its wel- 
fare. Irom the producer of crude materials 
to the retail distributor of finished products, 
every individual connected with the operations 
of an industrial group is an essential part of 
that group. His interests and his welfare and 
bis problems are those of the group, and the 
interests and welfare and problems of the 
group are inseparably his. As he functions, 
so the functioning of the group is affected. 
As the group functions, so must he inevitably 
be affected. 

No matter how well the divisions of an in- 
dustrial group may be separately organized; 
no matter how ably their organizations may be 
cirected; no matter how close the contact and 
now harmonious the relations of these organ- 
izations, as long as the group has no real 
co-ordinating central organization it is not ad- 
equately organized. It may be, in many in- 
stances it is, Over-organized in having too 
many overlapping, interfering divisional or- 
ganizations. But, over-organization is not 
adequate organization; usually it is the very 
opposite, 

The paint, varnish, and lacquer industrial 
group has five general national organiza- 
tions and the ramifications of its interests 
run into at least as many more in other 
fields—naval stores, flaxseed, varnish gums, 
solvents, and so on. ‘These divisional or- 
ganizations, more or less integral to the 
paint group, are necessary. ‘They are, in 
the present scheme of organization, func- 
tioning well. Their efforts for the common 
good of the entire group are co-ordinated 
to an extent by means of joint committees 
and interlocking memberships. There is an 
excellent spirit of co-operation, within cer- 
tain natural limits, among them. It is con- 
ceivable, however, that, in respect of all 
their purposes, they could function more 
effectively, as well as more economically, if 
they were consolidated, at least through 
delegate representation, in one strong, cen- 
tral organization. 

Industry as a whole and every group of 
industry and every further subdivision of 
industry stand today in greatest need of 
unity of purpose and unity of action. To 
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attain these necessary and desirable condi- 
tions, on which the future of the business 
world so largely depends, there must be all 
possible centralization of the directing of 
the processes by means of which policies are 
This, quite ob- 


determined and carried out.

Foundation Is Organized 


Formation of the 
Research Foundation, an 
trade group comprising all manufac- 
turers of the products of corn, with 
Dr. H. E. Barnard, as its director, was 
announced October 7. The new founda- 
tion will replace the Associated Corn 
Products Manufacturers, which has 
been in existence for a number of years. 
Among the sponsors of the organiza- 
tion are:—American Maize-Products 
Company, New York; Anheuser-Busch, 
Inc., St. Louis; Clinton Corn Syrup 
Refining Company, Clinton, lowa; Corn 
Products Refining Company, New 
York; The Hubinger Company, Keo- 
kuk, Iowa; The Huron Milling Co., 
Harbor Beach, Mich.; The Keever 
Starch Company, Columbus, Ohio; 
Penick & Ford, Ltd., Cedar Rapids. 
Iowa; Piel Bros. Starch Company, In- 
dianapolis; A. E. Staley Manufacturing 
Co., Decatur, Ill.; Union Starch & Re- 
fining Company, Columbus, Ind. 


The foundation will have as one of 
its principal purposes cooperation with 
corn growers, food officials and house- 
wives in the marketing of packaged 
goods, the best known of which are 
starches and syrups; the development 
of new markets and wider utilization 
of all corn products, particularly in the 
industrial field, where starches, dex- 
trins and other derivatives of corn are 
extensively employed. 

Members of the new foundation rep- 
resent an industry doing an annual 
business of more than $200,000,000 a 
year, and are the largest consumers of 
cash corn. Normal yearly require- 
ments of the industry approximate 
90,000,000 bushels, or about a third of 
all the corn shipped from the farm to 
the large central markets. 

Doctor Barnard, who is director of 
the foundation, is also secretary and 
treasurer. V. L. Price is president and 
Cc. D. Edenburg is vice-president. 


DuPont Files Suits 
Alleging Infringement 


Two patent infringement suits were 
filed in the Federal Court, Wilmington, 
Del., October 6, against the Jones Dab- 
ney Company, lacquer and varnish 
manufacturer, Louisville, by E. I. du- 
Pont de Nemours & Co., asking that 
the Louisville concern be enjoined 
from further use of processes alleged 
to be covered by duPont-owned pa- 
tents, and further that the defendant 
be required to furnish an accounting 
of profits already derived from their 
use. 

The patents alleged to have been in- 
fringed cover processes for low vis- 
cosity lacquer, film and nitrocellulose 
coating composition. The complaint 
states that the first patent was granted 
to E. N. Flagerty in 1927 and the sec- 
ond to Maurice H. Hitt in 1929, and 
that both were acquired by the du- 
Pont Company.

Obituaries 
Albert M. Todd 


Albert May Todd, known throughout 
the essential oil industry as the “pep- 


permint oil king” and founder of the 
A. M. Todd Company, manufacturer 
of peppermint and other essential oils, 
died October 6 at his home in that 
city. He had been in ill health for 
about six years. He was eighty-one 
years old and a native of Nottawa, 
Mich. 

Mr. Todd, in addition to his prom- 
inence in the essential oil business, 
achieved an international reputation as 
a bibliophile and collector of rare 
books, his collection being recognized 
as one of the finest in the United 
States. Also, he served as Congres- 
sional representative from his district 
and was recognized widely for his 
political acumen, being particularly 
active in his support of public owner- 
ship of utilities. 

Soon after he had left Northwestern 
University because of ill health due to 
overstudy, he began a walking tour in 
1875 which took him through eight 
countries in Europe, and during it he 
took the opportunity to make a close 
investigation of the growth of plants 
for the production of essential oil. This 
inquiry was the aftermath of a school- 
boy idea of growing peppermint in the 
family garden at home. As a result of 
his observations on the tour he came 
back to the United States imbued with 
the idea that there was an opportunity 
for him in the production of essential 
oils. He plunged into the business 
with such hearty enthusiasm that the 
firm he organized, the A. M. Todd 
Company, quickly became recognized 
as the leader in the business of srow- 
ing peppermint and producing the oil 
from the plant. ‘Thereafter other es- 
sential oils were added to the business 
with the result that the company today 
has more than 3,500 acres under pro- 
duction. 

Becoming active in political affairs in 
Kalamazoo, Mr. Todd was the prohibi- 
tion candidate for governor in 1894. 
Later he became identified with the 
socialist and then the democratic par-

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Muscle Shoals Board 
Adopts General Rules 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 7, 1931. 

General principles, largely for its 
own guidance, have been agreed upon 
by the joint commission representing 
the Federal government and Alabama 
and Tennessee, for making definite 
recommendations for the disposal of 
the Muscle Shoals properties. These 
involve leasing the plants for quantity 
production of concentrated commercial 
fertilizer, research in soil improvement 
and development of chemical manufac- 
tures as an adjunct to fertilizer prc- 
duction, 

The commission probably will meet 
again the latter part of this month 
and will accept further bids for the 
property up to November 1, after which 
it will formulate definite.recommenda- 
tions for the President to transmit to 
Congress when it convenes in De- 
cember, 

The commission’s conclusions include 
the following statements:— 

It is economically feasible and desirable 
to use and operate the Muscle Shoals 
properties for the following purposes :— 

(1) Quantity production and manufac- 
ture of types of commercial fertilizer of 
greater concentration than those whick 
are now sold to the farmer. 

(2) Co-operative scientific research and 
experimental practices by agricultural 
agencies, national, State, and county, for 
the development of scientific methods of 
improvement of soil fertility and for in- 
troduction of methods so developed among 
fertilizer users. 

(3) Establishment of industrial chem!- 
cal operations as an essential adjunct to 
fertilizer production. 

It is the definite conclusion of the com- 
mission that the foregoing public benefits 
can best be obtained by private operation 
under lease contracts through competitive 
negotiations, 





The commission further concluded 
that fertilizer and chemical produc- 
tion should have first call on electric 
power produced at Muscle Shoals, the 
remainder to be sold at the switch- 
board, and the profits devoted to re- 
search in manufacturing and using 
fertilizer and in financing § storage 
and distribution of fertilizer. It is 
proposed to negotiate a lease for fifty 
years, the price to be readjusted after 
ten years, with requirements as to the 
minimum amount of fertilizer to be 
produced and the profit to be derived 
from sale of fertilizer. 





India Levies Dye Duty 


In an endeavor to remedy the finan- 
cial position of the country, a revised 
budget was presented to the Indian 
Legislature Assembly, September 29, 
which included among other fiscal 
measures a surcharge of one-fourth of 
the existing duties on all imported 
goods (these range from 10 to 40 per- 
cent ad valorem), with the exception 
of goods subject to an import duty of 
215 percent and certain specified goods 
on which new rates have been im- 
posed or the existing rates have been 
maintained. No change was made in 
the schedule of export duties. 

The new budget became provision- 
ally effective September 30, according 
to information sent to the Department 
of Commerce by the trade commis- 
sioner at Calcutta. It is expected to 
remain in force until March 31, 1933. 

Among the articles made subject to 
special rates of duty are coaltar dyes 
and other coaltar derivatives used in 
any dyeing process, 10 percent ad va- 
lorem (previously free), and camphor, 
50 percent ad valorem (previously 20 
percent). 





Postage Rates Raised 


Beginning November 1, the rate of 
postage will be increased to 5 cents 
for the first ounce or fraction and 3 
cents for each additional ounce or frac- 
tion on letters or packages prepaid at 
the letter rate to Anguilla, Antigua, 
Aruba, Bahamas, Barbados, Barbuda, 
Bermuda, 3onaire, British Guiana, 
British Honduras, Caicos Islands, Cay- 
man Islands, Cook Islands, Curacao, 
Dominica, Dutch West Indies, Grenada, 
Grenadines, Jamaica, Leeward Islands, 
Montserrat, Netherlands West Indies, 
Nevis, New Zealand, tedona, Saba, 
St. Christopher, St. Eustatius, St. Kitts, 
St. Lucia, St. Martins (Dutch part), St. 
Vincent, Samoa (Western or British), 
Tobago, Trinidad, Turks Island, Virgin 
Islands (British), and Windward 
Islands. 

The rate for each single postcard 
will be 3 cents. 





Canada Puts Pound at Par 


After having ordered that the basic 
value for duties on imports from 
Great Britain be calculated on the de- 
preciated value of sterling, the Cana- 
dian government, in an order effective 
September 30, placed the basic value 
of the pound at par ($4.86 2/3). 

According to information sent to the 
Department of Commerce by the com- 
mercial attache at Ottawa, the change 
was made by the following order in 
council: — 

Having regard to the disturbed condi- 
tions of the rates of exchange between 


Great Britain and Canada, the Acting 
Minister of National Revenue orders and 
directs that in computing the value for 
duty on goods imported into Canada from 
Great Britain, the rate of exchange shal 
be fixed at $4.86 2/3 to the pound sterling, 
being the par value thereof. 


Tariff Truce Advocated 
By Cuba for Pan-America 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8, 1931 


A proposal by Cuba for a two-yeat 
tariff truce among American nations 
enlivened the sessions of the Fourtl 
Pan-American Commercial Conference 
which otherwise was devoted to tech 
nical discussions of progress in such 
common problems as elimination of 
trade barriers, uniformity in trade 
terms, simplification of consular pro- 
cedure, and the promotion of trade, 
travel, and transportation. 

The Cuban proposal was warmly 
supported by Mexican and other dele- 
gations who wished to have it dis- 
cussed at once, but it was referred to 
the resolutions committee, and this 
ruling was sustained by a vote of the 
conference. However, it is possible 
that this committee will refer the mat- 
ter back to one of the discussion groups 
before the conference adjourns October 
73. 

Between committee discussions of 
the twenty-one scheduled topics of cur- 
rent problems, the delegates of the 
American republics were addressed by 
President Hoover and a number of 
leading officials and economists of this 
country. 

Group sessions during the ten-day 
conference are discussing committee 
reports on elimination of trade bar- 
riers; economic agreements for de- 
veloping commercial relations: closer 
relations between chambers of com- 
merce; standardization of commodi- 
ties; uniform definitions of trade 
terms; development of tourist travel; 
highway construction; the Pan-Ameri- 
can railway; inter-republic steamship 
services; commercial aviation; free 
port facilities; cable and wireless com- 
munication; uniformity of consular 
fees; simplification of customs pro- 
cedure; currency stabilization; compil- 
ation of economic statistics; commer- 
cial arbitration; uniform legislation 
on commercial paper; treatment of 
traveling agents; protection of trade- 
marks and patent rights. 








Color Standards Change 
Held Unwarranted Now 


Because of their impermanence, ma- 
terial standards, such as glass filters 
or colored chips, can play only an aux- 
iliary part in the standardization of 
color on a fundamental basis. The 
fundamental specification, according to 
the Bureau of Standards, consists of 
a spectral distribution of energy, which 
is the immediate stimulus for the col- 
or, combined with the color-vision 
characteristics of the eye whose activ- 
ity results in the color. The spectral 
distribution of energy taken alone is 
sufficient to insure the reproduction of 
the color, but, taken alone, it would be 
an unduly stringent specification be- 
cause it would exclude many other dis- 
tributions of energy which result in 
the same color. It is customary, there- 
fore, to express color specifications in 
terms of a normal eye to which, for the 
sake of uniformity, all distributions of 
energy serving as color stimuli are re- 
ferred. The “excitation” curves of the 
Optical Society of America, based on 
measurements taken by Abney and 
Konig more than twenty years ago, 
have been widely used in the United 
States to define the properties of a 
normal eye for the purposes of color 
standardization. 

Recently Wright, a British investi- 
gator, has repeated for ten observers 
the measurements of Abney and Konig, 
using improved apparatus and technic; 
but, because of the form in which the 
results were expressed, it has not been 
possible to compare his results with 
the O. S. A. “excitation” curves direct- 
ly. The requisite transformations have 
now been carried out in the colori- 
metry section of the Bureau of Stand- 
ards, and it is disclosed that Wright's 
results check those of Abney and 
Konig except for differences which are 
not large compared with individual 
variations. It is concluded, therefore, 
that the slightly more faithful repre- 
sentation of normal vision afforded by 
Wright’s data is not sufficient to justi- 
fy the inconvenience of supplanting the 
present standard. However, the O. 8S. 
A. “excitation” curves have other de- 
fects which hinder their technical ap- 
plication more than their failure to 
give faithfully the characteristics of 
normal vision. It is possible that to 
remedy all these defects would make a 
change in these standard data worth 
while, even though subsequent projects 
in color standardization would have to 
be carried out on a basis not com- 
parable with those already accom- 
plished,

Suggestion for New National Formation 


President Frayser Proposes Paint, Varnish and Allied 
Industries Be Co-ordinated in One Body 


—Credit Work Planned 


Completing a program of busines 
which covered ar inusually vide 
riety ot matters of Vital Importance 
to the industry, the forty-fourth an- 


nual convention of the National Paint 
Oil and Varnish Association adjourned 
at Atlantic City, October 8, with a 
general indication that much had been 
accomplished for the betterment of the 
paint and varnish industry collective- 
ly and the membership individually. 
Beginning their sessions on Monday, 
October, the more than 500 delegates 
who were in attendance devoted them- 
selves assiduously to the business in 
hand with the result that plans were 
approved for a number of activities 
during the ensuing year. 

While no specific action was taken 
on the idea by the convention, othe 
than to adopt it as an integral part 
of the message, a proposal regarded 
as of prime importance was made by 
President P. C. Frayser in his address 
to the convention. It was that the

various groups of the paint, varnish 
and allied industries should be co- 
ordinated into one national organiza- 
tion. 

Another feature of the convention 
was adoption of a resolution to estab- 
lish a committee of three members of 
the association’s present budget and 
finance committee for the purpose of 
co-ordiiating and directing efforts to 
obtain greater acceptance in the paint 
and varnish industry of the uniform 
financial plan which was set up at the 
Toronto convention last year. This 
committee, it was planned, will work 
for the setting up, by local clubs, of 
individual local committees to further 
the work. 

Increased effort by the local clubs 
was also proposed in a_ resolution, 
which was adopted at the suggestion 
of the credit and collections commit- 
tee, requiring the setting up of spe- 
cial credit and collection committees 
by the individual clubs. The report of 
the national committee indicated that 
bad debts in the industry in the last 
fiscal year, 1929-1930, amounted to 
around $3,000,000 and that the total 
this year, 1930-1931, would be consider- 
ably greater. 

Changes in the _ specifications for 
containers and the number of shades of 
house paints were proposed in the re- 
port of the committee on simplification 
and these were adopted as reported by 
the committee, with the details left to 
the committee to be worked out dur- 
ing the forthcoming year. 

Comment on the working of the asso- 
ciation under reorganization was made 
by President Frayser, General Man- 
ager George V. 
Charles J. Roh, E. J. Cornish, Ernest T., 
Trigg and others, all of whom felt that 
the work which had been accomplished 
despite the drastic reductions in oper- 
ating expenses was cause for pride.

First Business Session 


At the first business session on Mon- 
day morning, held in the Venetian 
room on the main floor, President 
Frayser went rapidly through the 
opening routine of greeting. William 
Cc. Dabney, president of the American 
Paint and Varnish Manufacturers As- 
sociation, read the code of ethics and 
both he and Mr. Frayser expressed 
their feeling that particularly at such 
times as these the members should ad- 
here to this “golden rule of business.” 

W. B. Elwang, Richmond, Va., presi- 
dent of the National Association of 
Paint Distributors, commented on the 
similarity of many problems confront- 
ing both groups and assured the del- 
egates that his association would never 
cease its co-operation for a solution of 
them. He was especially interested in 
the work which the simplification com- 
mittee of the National Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Association is doing. 

Cc. H. Fowler, Philadelphia, past 
president of the International Society 
of Master Painters and Decorators, was 
received as a delegate from that body 
and supplemented the written invita- 
tion from Carl H. Dabelstein, now pres- 
ident of the International Society, for 
the manufacturers and material men to 
come to the 1932 convention in Los 
Angeles next February. In his letter, 
Mr. Dabelstein emphasized the need 
for mutual understanding between 
makers and users of paints and var- 
nishes and spoke of the recognized ca- 
pacity of the painting contractor in the 
application of these products, a ca- 
pacity which he felt the manufacturer 
might well recommend to the buying 
public, 









President’s Address 

President Frayser called ‘Willard F. 
Maston, central zone vice-president, to 
the chair while he delivered his an- 
nual address, in which he touched on 
the splendid achievements of the as- 
sociation in its forty-four years of ex- 
istence, the effects of the reorganiza- 
tion plan adopted last year at Toronto, 
programs for local clubs, unemploy- 
ment, clean up and paint up work, ef- 
fectiveness of the work of General 
Manager Horgan and the headquarters 
staff, and the future as he sees it. 

Mr. Frayser asserted his belief that 
the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association has met the test of time 
and the difficulties with which it has 
been confronted, particularly at this 
time when “it is sharing with the rest 
of the world the strains and pains in- 
cident to the cosmic struggle in this 
transitional period.” He then recounted 
briefly the birth of the reorganization 
plan. 

Mr. Frayser spoke of the desire of 
many local clubs to co-operate with 
such of the national association activ- 
ities as legislation, traffic, unfair prac- 
tices, statistical data and promotional 
activities, and he expressed the opin- 
ion that “the constant development of 
younger members, by training them 
in affairs local and national, is essential 
to the future progress of the Associa- 
tion.” 


President’s Recommendations 


Mr. Frayser submitted the following 
recommendations for action by the 
convertion:— 

“A continuation of a conservative and 
constructive program of economy. 

“The universal acceptance and support 
of the financial plan 

“Provision for greater expansion in the 
program of clean up, paint up and save 
the surface. 

“Provision for greater contact with 
local clubs through visits of national 
officers 

“Continuation and further development 
of club programs. 

“General acceptance and closer applica- 
tion of the code of ethics. 

“Encouragement of more clean up and 
paint up campaigns for the purpose of 
relieving unemployment.

N.P.O. & V.A. Convention Attracts Primary Interest 
--Lead Oxides Reduced 14 Cent per Pound--Domestic 
Casein Up-- English Quicksilver Vermilion Is Down 


With the attention of the trade 
having been centered upon the annual 
convention of the National Paint, Oil 
& Varnish Association at Atlantic 
City last week, the market for paint, 
varnish and lacquer materials was 
more or less of secondary interest. 
The period under review failed to dif- 
fer from the slow and dragging con- 
ditions that have characterized the 
market over the past several weeks. 
Price-wise, the principal movement 
Was a decline in the cask prices for 
lead oxides which followed a_ break 
in the basic lead market over the pre- 
vious week-end. Other price develcp- 
ments last week included a decline in 
the prices for English quicksilver 
vermilion, an advance in standard 
ground domestic casein and _ easier 
prices for some grades of dammar 
gums. 

The decline in lead oxide prices was 
the first price movement in the group

several weeks. The reduction was 
placed into effect on Monday after 
lead had fallen off 25 points on that 
day and 15 points on the preceding 
business day. Dry red lead, litharge 
and orange mineral in casks were the 
only prices affected. The reduction in 
vermilion red was also due to a de- 
cline in the value of the basic metal 
market. 

Casein continued to strengthen de- 
spite a particular lack of buying sup- 
port. Purchasing interest in paper 
mills and other lines of consuming 
outlet was not very encouraging to the 
producers and importers of casein, but 
nevertheless the market for the do- 
mestic article has been strengthening 
steadily on the basis of lessening pro- 
duction with the advance of the win- 
ter season, 

Carbon black found a fairly active 
outlet in the paint manufacturing field 
last week, but the takings by the rub- 
ber tire makers in the mid-west were 
indeed small. As the rubber tire in- 
dustry consumes some seventy-seven 
percent of the nation’s production the 
effect of their slow purchasing was 
cast over the entire market. Evidence 
that the rubber tire manufacturers 
were operating on a hand-to-mouth 
basis is shown by a survey of some 
of the leading black buyers in Akron 
who are working on a supply of mere- 
ly five days’ requirements. Prices for 
carbon black were soft in spots. 

The varnish gum market was still 
upset. As in the past several weeks 
there was no organized market and 
the prices quoted to inquirers varied 
widely. One gum buyer found a differ- 
ence of more than thirty percent be- 
tween the high and low prices quoted 
upon an inquiry for a certain grade 
of gum last week. 

The final week of September pro- 
duced $15,580,800 in new construction 
contracts in the metropolitan area of 
New York, according to F. W. Dodge 
Corporation; $6,635,400 of this was in 
non-residential building; $4,059,700 in 
residential building, and $4,885,700 in 
public works and utilities. 

The National Automobile Chamber 


of Commerce estimated that the out- 
put of cars and trucks in the United 
States and Canada in September was 
142,651 units, compared with 191,741 
in August and 228,606 in September, 
1930. September’s production declined 
25.6 percent from August and 37.7 
percent from September, 1930.

Metallic Lead and Zinc 

The serenity of the lead market was 
broken on Saturday, October 3, when 
prices were cut 15 points, and again 
on Monday, when a 25-point decline 
occurred. Monday's price of 4c. per 
pound, New York, and 3.825c. per 
pound, East St. Louis, at which levels 
the market held for the remainder of 
the week, compared with the price on 
October 2 of 4.40c. per pound at New 
York and 4.225c. per pound, basis East 
St. Louis. The net decline for the pe- 
riod was 40 points. Demand, or rather 
the lack of it, was primarily responsi- 
ble for the precipitation. And, with 
the sharp fall in values at the week's 
output, the demand continued along 
very conservative lines. London lead 
prices were seemingly pegged at the 
level of £12 15s per ton and, com- 
mencing at that figure on Tuesday, the 
market was without change until the 
day before the London was 
substantially higher than the Amer- 
ican equivalent. Recoverable lead in 
ore received from domestic sources by 
United States smelters in August 
amounted to 33,385 short tons against 
30,136 tons in July and 45,542 tons in 
August, 1930. 

Slab zine continued weak and prices 
eased off 5 points on Monday, 2% on 
Tuesday and 2% points more on 
Thursday. The net

The release of statistics which showed 
an increase of 454 tons in the stocks 
at the end of September was coupled 
with a slow demand to provide the 
lower prices.

This movement 
occurred on Monday in sympathy with 
lower prices for pig lead which were 
effected that day and on the preced- 
ing business day. Lead-in-oil and 
white lead pigments were not affected 
by the movement which included dry 
red lead, litharge and orange mineral. 


The status of the general pigment 
market during the week under re- 
view was not much different from its 


predecessors. Business managed to 
hold close to the volume of the past 
several weeks with small improvement 
in lead oxide interest noted here and 
there in the storage battery manu- 
facturing trade, as the only improve- 
ments. 

White Lead.—The week failed to fur- 
nish any new or important develop- 
ments in this pigment. The prices for 
lead-in-oil or for the dry basic car- 
bonate and basic sulphate prices were 
not more than statistically affected by 
the 40 point drop in pig lead values 
over the preceding week-end. The sales 
movement of dry products continued 
below seasonal volume while lead-in- 
oil was also slow. The latter, how- 
ever, was featured with a fair call in 
certain limited sections, principally 
New England. 

Red Lead.—Cask prices for dry ma- 
terial were reduced 4c. per pound on 
Monday. The current price of 74sec. 
per pound was effected as the result of 
a 15-point reduction in pig lead a week 
ago Saturday and partially from the 
25-point drop in lead that occurred on 
Monday. Lead-in-oil was not affected. 

Litharge.—The cask price for com- 
mercial material was lowered 4c. per 
pound on Monday in sympathy with 
the 40-point decline in lead values 
that took place over the week-end. The 
current cask price is 6%c. per pound. 

Lithopone.—Contrary to early esti- 
mates, the takings against contracts 
during September were shown to have 
increased over August withdrawals in 
some directions. Last week’s call for 
replacements was equally measurable 
with the September average, according 
to representative suppliers. Prices for 
both the domestic and imported ma- 
terials were steady and unchanged 
with the latter holding more or less 
nominally. 

Orange Mineral.—Cask prices for 
American were cut 4c. per pound on 
Monday following a decline of 40 points 
in pig lead. The current market price 
was 9%c. to 10%c. per pound, depend- 
ent upon seller. 

Titanium Pigment.—Sellers reported 
that September consumption was quite 
improved over the volume of August 
and for the year to date, consump- 
tion has been running at a broad mar- 
gin of increase over 1930. The prices 
for both the barium and calcium base 
articles were firm and unchanged and 
last week’s business was well up to 
the average for September. 

Zinc Oxide.—The position of this 
market did not change during the past 
week from that occupied for the past 
several weeks.

Turpentine and Rosin Offerings Moderate in Southern 
Markets -- Narrow Changes in Quotations -- Primary 
Shipments Larger--Stocks Heavy--Trade Quiet Here 


There was no noticeable broadening 
of operations in the local market for 
naval stores last week, although re- 
ports were heard of a somewhat bet- 
ter inquiry. As a rule, however, pur- 
chasing was still generally limited to 
comparatively small or moderate 
quantities. Consumers in many cases 
show no more disposition to buy in 
advance of requirements than they 
did when prices were much above 
prevailing levels. Changes in local 
quotations last week were again with- 
in narrow limits. 


Advices from Southern markets 
concerning turpentine contained noth- 
ing very stimulating. The trend of 
quotations at Savannah and Jackson- 
ville was downward at times, but 
daily changes were within compara- 
tively small limits and the undertone 
of primary centers was generally re- 
garded as firm. 

Offerings of turpentine in Southern 
markets continued on a moderate 
scale and in some local quarters 
there appeared to be a somewhat bet- 
ter feeling concerning business and 
financial affairs in general. This was 
attributed to the action of the mar- 
kets for securities and various com- 
modities following the announcement 
from Washington of the formation of 
a plan for thawing out frozen existing 
credit conditions, through the organi- 
zation of a banking pool with large 
funds at its disposal. 


Domestic takings of turpentine in 
Southern markets were moderate and 
there were reports of a somewhat 
better export inquiry, although for- 
eign purchases of late have been 
rather disappointing to not a few. As 
to prospects for export trade it is not 
without interest to note that a cabled 
report from an official source states 
that unfavorable weather conditions 
in France reduced the yield of gum 
for the fifth dip this season from 30 
to 50 percent as compared with the 
same dip last year and that the total 
gum yield of all dips is now esti- 
mated at 16 percent less than last 
season. 

Rosin shipments were rather liberal 
early in the week, causing a decrease 
in primary stocks, but later in the 
week clearances fell off and supplies 
gained. Receipts have shown a declin- 
ing trend in recent weeks, however, 
and it is predicted by some that the 
statistical position will be likely to 
take on a less bearish appearance in 
the not distant future, although 
stocks in the three principal seaboard 
markets are much larger than at this 
time last season. On the other hand, 
receipts in those markets for six 
months of the season ended Septem- 
ber 30 were about 90,000 barrels less 
than in the corresponding period last 
year and it is estimated by some that 
this difference will be considerably in- 
creased during the remainder of the 
naval stores year.

Changes in turpentine prices in the 
local market were narrow last week 
in company with price movements in 
Southern markets. In primary centers 
the trend was downward at times but 
the undertone continued to be re- 
garded as firm.

French Naval Stores Cable 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9, 1931. 

Cable dated October 2 from the con- 
sulate at Bordeaux, to C. C. Concannon, 
chief of the Chemical Division, reports 
that the market for naval stores in the 
Landes district of France was weak dur- 
ing September. 

Unfavorable weather conditions reduced 
the yield of gum of the fifth dip from 30 
to 50 percent, compared to corresponding 
dip of last year. Total gum yield of all 
dips now estimated 16 percent less than at 
same date last year. Price of raw gum 
about $0.04 per liter. September export 
prices were :—Turpentine, 305 francs per 
100 kilos ($0.379 per gallon); W. W. 
rosin, 92 frances per 100 kilos ($3.80 per 
280 pounds); F. G. grades, 82 francs per 
100 kilos ($3.38 per 280 pounds). Total 
exports for August were 838 metric tons 
of turpentine and 3,014 metric tons of 
rosin, as against 832 metric tons of tur- 
pentine and 4,903 metric tons of rosin 
shipped in August, 1930.

Canadian Paint Output 
Down in Value in 1930 


Production in the Canadian paint in- 
dustry in 1930 was lower than that in 
the preceding year, according to data 
collected by the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics. The 1930 output of paints, 
varnishes, and pigments had a total 
value of $23,966,502, a decrease of 12 
percent compared with the record of 
$27,103,465 established in 1929. Never- 
theless, the 1930 total exceeded by 6 
percent the total of $22,606,063 in 1927, 
the third best year on record for the 
industry. 

Products made for sale included $9,- 
461,464 of mixed paints, $2,869,379 of 
varnishes, $2,104,892 of enamels, $1,- 
655,113 of nitrocellulose lacquers, $1,- 
245,709 of white lead in oil, $662,947 of 
paste paints, $645,739 of stains, $532,916 
of shellac. 

During the calendar year 1930, im- 
ports into Canada of paints and var- 
nishes were valued at $4,663,681. Of 
this total, 69 percent came from the 
United States and 16 percent from the 
United Kingdom. The heaviest items 
among the imports were 14,575,729 
pounds of zinc white and zinc oxide, 
valued at $885,580, and 16,051,513 
pounds of lithopone, valued at $722,341. 

Of the total number of paint fac- 
tories in operation in Canada in 1930, 
forty-one were located in Ontario, 
eighteen in Quebec, nine in British 
Colombia, six in Manitoba, and one 
each in Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, 
Saskatchewan, and Alberta. These 
firms employed a working capital of 
$26,212,828, and gave employment to 
an average of 2,835 people every month. 
These received over $4,000,000 in sal- 
aries and wages. 


Brown Earth Pigments 
Discussed in Bulletin 


Umber, sienna, and other brown 
earth pigments are discussed at length 
in a new information circular (I. 
6504) issued by the United States Bu- 
reau of Mines. The discussion, pre- 
pared by R. M. Santmyers, comprises 
general descriptions of all the impor- 
tant brown earth pigments, their prop- 
erties and uses, substitutes for these 
pigments, the sources of supply and 
methods of preparation, domestic pro- 
duction, imports and exports, tariff 
history of the articles. and a summary 
of the brown earth pigments industry 
in foreign countries. Price trends, 
based on quotations in the Oil, Paint 
and Drug Reporter, over some fifteen 
years are also shown. 


Argentine Paint Maker 
Offers High-Grade Line 


A modern paint plant was recently 
established in Rio de Janerio. by the 
Condor Oil & Paint, S. A., a Brazilian 
corporation with a registered capital of 
1,500 contos (about $82,500). The en- 
terprise is controlled by two brothers, 
former American citizens, who for a 
number of years have been identified 
with various industrial undertakings 
in Brazil. 

The opening of the plant is especially 
significant, according to information 
received by the Department of Com- 
merce from the assistant trade com- 
missioner at Rio de Janeiro, on 
account of the fact that it is 
the first paint factory in the Argentine 
to undertake the production of 
high-grade paints, varnishes, and 
lacquers. The management announces 
that its products will compete with 
well-known brands of American, Brit- 
ish, and German finishes now selling 
in the market, including such special- 
ized products as automobile finishes. 
airplane wing dressing, and other tech- 
nical paint products. Although the 
domestic plant has been operating only 
a short time, the products thus far 
sold are reported to have been well re- 
ceived by the domestic trade.

Weakness in grains, foreign exchange 
and the stock market all militated 
against flaxseed during the past week 
and prices eased off further. There was 
a little stop-loss selling at intervals but 
erushers bought on all important de- 
clines and prevented a panicky break. 
News that concerned flax alone was 
bullish. Domestic offerings held in very 
good demand from crushers while the 
surplus remaining in Argentina shrunk 
rapidly.

Paint Standards Published 


Standard specifications for white 
lead (basic carbonate), red lead, alumi- 
num powder for points, gold bronze 
powder, and toxic ingredients (cuprous 
oxide and mercuric oxide) are included 
in the 1931 supplement to the “Book 
A.S.T.M. Standards,” published by the 
American Society for Testing Ma- 
terials, 

The 1931 supplement is a pamphlet 
of 144 pages, containing thirty-two 
standards adopted or revised by the 
society September 1, 1931. Seventeen 
of the standards are new ones, and 
fifteen are replacements of existing 
standards.

and Meal 


Refined Oil Futures Weaken, then Rise with Securities, 
Cotton, and Lard--Government Crop Estimate Raised 
To 16,284,000 Bales--Ginning Small--Trading Quiet 


A development of interest in the 
market for cottonseed products last 
week was the publication of the 
monthly government estimate of the 
cotton crop. This appeared on Thurs- 
day and put the indicated yield as of 
October 1 at 16,284,000 bales. The in- 
dicated crop in September was 15,- 
685,000 bales, while the production 
last season was 13,932,000 bales. The 
government also issued the _ semi- 
monthly report on the ginning. This 
showed that the quantity of cotton 
ginned to October 1 was 5,408,307 
bales, or about 900,000 bales less than 
a@ year ago and 500,000 bales less than 
two years ago. 

The markets here and in the South 
were quiet. Local quotations on re- 
fined oil futures were irregular, with 
the tone weaker early in the period 
and stronger later on, the recovery 
being in company with the markets 
for securities, cotton and lard. 
Weather conditions over the cotton 
belt were favorable for ginning and 
marketing and an increase was re- 
ported in the movement of seed to the 
mills. 


Closing prices here on Thursday 
were 10 to 18 points higher on the 
principal months as compared with 
the final quotations of the previous 
week.

Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


The tone of Southern spot markets 
appeared to be somewhat steadier last 
week as a result of the recovery in 
securities and various commodities, 
cotton included, but changes in quo- 
tations were narrow. Receipts of seed 
have increased recently, though the 
movement is reported to be lighter 
than at this time last season. A 
larger proportion of the production is 
being put in storage in some in- 
stances, it is said, as the seed is now 
in condition for holding. There have 
been reports current, however, of 
sales of seed at as low as $6 per ton 
at gins. 


Trade in meal generally continued 
to be reported as quiet, though a bet- 
ter inquiry was noted in some sec- 
tions. Competition from other varie- 
ties of feed, however, is still keen, as 
supplies of such products are large 
and available at unusually low prices. 
Speculative operations in the South 
on the selling side are reported to 
have been on a much smaller scale 
than recently as a result of the low 


prices prevailing, though there has 
been more or less hedge selling. 
Quotations on 7 percent meal in the 
Southeast were $10.50 to $12 per ton, 
with the figures apparently more or 
less nominal. In the Valley 8 percent 
meal was quoted at $14 to $16 per ton. 


Cottonseed Oil 


Trading in refined cottonseed oil fu- 
tures continued rather quiet much of 
the time last week, operators in many 
cases being disinclined to extend their 
commitments on either side of the 
market. There appeared to be a bet- 
ter feeling in some quarters following 
the announcement from Washington 
of a plan for an improvement in gen- 
eral financial and industrial conditions 
through the formation of a banking 
pool with large funds at its disposal 
to release frozen credits but this was 
not followed by any broadening of 
speculative operations in cottonseed 
oil. 

Traders in some cases were inclined 
to hold off for the monthly govern- 
ment report on the cotton crop which 
was due the latter part of last week. 
Others were disposed to await further 
developments in the markets for se- 
curities and various commodities. 
Cottonseed oil prices showed irregu- 
larity, changes being moderate with 
the trend downward at one time early 
in the period after which there was 
an upturn in company with the re- 
bound in prices for securities. The 
markets for cotton, grain and lard 
also displayed strength at times, this 
being a reflection of the action of 
stocks and bonds and the news from 
Washington concerning the formation 
of a banking pool. 

The expectation was 
the government cotton 
would make a ‘bearish 
weather conditions in recent weeks 
have been exceptionally favorable for 
the development of the crop. The Sep- 
tember report showed an increase in 
the indicated yield as compared with 
August and some were looking for a 
further increase in the October esti- 
mate. Not a few think the crop is 
in the neighborhood of 16,000,000 bales. 
“stimates issued from various private 
sources during the week ranged from 
14,825,000 bales to 15,925,000 bales. The 
government report was received on 
Thursday morning and put the indi- 
cated yield as of October 1 at 16,- 
284,000 bales against 15,685,000 bales 
in September and a _ production last 
year of 13,932,000 bales.

cottonseed oil was easy in 
Southern markets early in the week 
but the tone was_ steadier later. 
Changes in quotations, however, were 
small. Business in crude oil and other 
cottonseed products was generally re- 
ported as quiet. Receipts of seed at 
the oil mills in most parts of the 
South are said to have increased re- 
cently though the movement still ap- 
pears to be below that of a year ago. 

Advices from the South stated that 
many of the crushers have adopted 
the policy of trading a ton of 7 per- 
cent cottonseed meal for a ton of seed 
delivered at their plants. It is pre- 
ditted that this will cause a large re- 
duction in stocks of meal in the hands 
of crushers which will be used by 
farmers for fertilizer and feed. It is 
also said that fertilizer manufacturers 
will probably retire a considerable 
amount of meal as the fertilizer pro- 
ducing season advances. 


Business in lard compound and 
many other fats and greases con- 
tinued quiet. Tallow and grease were 
firmer but the trend of quotations on 
some other products was still down- 
ward. Marketing of hogs in the West 
was on a moderate scale. The weight 
of the hogs received in Chicago dur- 
ing the week ended October 3 was 
only 227 pounds against 235 pounds in 
the previous week. The monthly 
statement of lard stocks in Chicago 
made a bullish showing, pointing to a 
decrease during September of about 
17,750,000 pounds. Supplies in that 
market on October 1 were 29,624,642 
pounds against 36,783,254 pounds Sep- 
tember 15, 47,346,975 pounds Septem- 
ber 1 and 26,992,053 pounds a year ago. 

Closing prices on Thursday were 10 
to 18 points higher on the active 
months as compared with the final 
quotations of the previous Saturday.

In a letter to the employees, William 
Cooper Procter, chairman of the board, 
stated that the reduction was neces- 
sary for the continued successful oper- 
ation of the company’s business. It 
is imperative, he said, that costs of 
production and distribution be kept 
in satisfactory relation to prevailing 
economic and industrial conditions. 

The management, in  readjusting 
salaries and wages, has been careful, 
Mr. Procter said, to keep the actual 
compensation, increased in purchasing 
power, above the level of 1928 and 
1929. He expressed the belief that 
“such a readjustment is just and right 
and will maintain the same standards 
of living for our people as during those 
years of prosperity.” 

The reduction in salaries and wages

Open Oklahoma Flush Wells -- Martial Rule Will 
Continue and Flow Prorated to Demand--East Texas 
Output Cut--Long Decline in Solvents Prices Halted 


Cvunter to a_ beneficial movement 
through further curtailment of crude 
oil production at East Texas, it was 
announced Thursday by Governor Wil- 
liam H. Murray of Oklahoma that Ok- 
lahoma’s flush wells would be opened 
Saturday. Coming on the heels of the 
Texas Railroad Commiussion’s action 
late last week in reducing the allow- 
able output in East Texas from a daily 
flow of 185 barrels for each well to a 
flow of 150 barrels daily, the opening 
of the Oklahoma flush wells removed 
hopes for a nearby recovery of oil 
values. The Oklahoma flush wells, 
however, will not run under open flow 
and the fields will continue under mili- 
tary rule, with production prorated to 
meet the demands of the market. At 
the time of writing, detailed plans for 
the proration of Oklahoma wells had 
not yet been formulated, but it was 
suggested in certain directions that the 
Oklahoma officials would adopt a plan 
similar to that currently being exer- 
cised in East Texas. 

Prior to the reopening of Oklahoma 
flush wells the position of most of the 
refined products at Midcontinent re- 
fineries was one of steadiness. Lack of 
crude supply for certain of the smaller 
refining units had removed some of the 
low-priced offerings from the market. 
In the case of petroleum solvents, di- 
luents and industrial naphthas, the 
Midcontinent refinery prices were un- 
changed for the first time in several 
weeks and the long decline of prices 
for these solvents over the past five or 
six weeks was halted, at least tem- 
porarily. But with very light demand 
prevailing, it was suggested that any 
increase in the crude supply would pro- 
vide a weakening factor. 

The reduction at East Texas will 
amount to approximately 70,000 barrels 
a day, what with some 2,200 wells cur- 
rently in operation. To just what ex- 
tent this will be balanced by the Okla- 
homa increase remains to be seen. Un- 
doubtedly it will increase the daily 
average production for the United 
States over the estimate for the week 
ended October 3, which was 2,147,450 
barrels, against 2,193,350 barrels in the 
preceding week and 2,386,950 barrels 
during the corresponding week last 
year, according to the American Petro- 
leum Institute figures. Imports of crude 
oil during September totaled 2,795,000 
barrels, against 2,891,000 barrels in 
August; imports of gasoline in Sep- 
tember were 1,059,000 barrels, against 
1,313,000 barrels in August, according 
to the American Petroleum Institute. 

Of important interest to export ship- 
pers of gasoline and other oil products 
and also to packagers of Stoddard sol- 
vent, cleaners’ naphtha and related 
solvents, was a reduction in the price 
of tinplate. Prices for delivery over 
the final quarter of 1931 were cut 25c. 
per box to the basis of $4.75 per box,

Solvents and Diluents 


An apparent halt to the long decline 
of prices for petroleum solvents, dilu- 
ents and industrial naphthas at the 
Midcontinent refineries last week was 
the outstanding occurrance in the mar- 
ket for those products. For five weeks 
previous to last week’s action, the 
prices had been subject to constant 
precipitation but last week the values 
were held evenly througout. The 
tightening crude supply was attributed 
as the main cause for the injection 
of steady tones last week and it was 
pointed out that this steadiness should 
be futhered in the current week, par- 
ticularly since the initiation of further 
curtailment of crude oil production at 
East Texas last week. 

Consistent with its performance of 
recent weeks the influences of the Mid- 
continent market failed to react on the 
East Coast. Refiners here continued to 
quote unchanged prices for their en- 
tire line. Demand was light both at the 
Midcontinent and local refineries. The 
rubber solvents were moving in very 
moderate fashion and the maintainance 
of low production schedules in the 
mid-western tire plants has reduced 
the takings measureably. Furthermore 
the indications for an expansion of tire 
making schedules was rather remote, 
particularly for the period covering the 
remainder of the year. An indicator of 
the lessened activity in petroleum 
thinner, lacquer diluent and other sol- 
vents used in the manufacture of paint, 
varnish and lacquer products, may be 
contained in the estimate of automo- 
bile output in September which the 
National Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce placed at 142,651 units in the 
United States and Canada, compared 
with 191,741 units in August and 228,- 
606 units in September 1930. 

Cleaners’ Naphtha.—For the first 
time in five weeks the price for this 
solvent at the Midcontinent refineries 
failed to move downward last week. 
The tankear price of 5%4c. per gallon, 
at the refineries, was held on a quiet 
market. Purchasing was very light 
and for immediate shipment only. 

Lacquer Diluent.—The long decline 
of prices at the Midcontinent refineries 
was halted last week when the price 
remained in an even position at 616c. 
per gallon in tankears at the refineries. 
Within the space of the last five 
weeks, the market at that point de- 
clined from 8c. per gallon to its cur- 
rent basis of 6%c. The stoppage of 
price precipitations was due to the 
tighter crude supply, which was to be 
made even more scarce with the forced 
reduction of output in East Texas that 
was placed into effect late last week. 

Petroleum Thinner.—In sympathy

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at the Midcontinent refineries the quo- 
tations for tankcar quantities of this 
solvent failed to follow their course of 
recent weeks. The market at the re- 
fineries was held at 4c. per gallon. 
This figure compared with 5c. per 
gallon at the commencement of the 
decline five weeks ago. The position 
at East Coast refineries was un- 
changed during the week and the re- 
finers were quoting 9c. per gallon for 
tankcar quantities to a very unre- 
sponsive consuming trade. The de- 
mand at the Midcontinent refineries 
was also light. 

Rubber Solvents.—The tightening 
crude position at the Midcontinent re- 
fineries held the market for the stand- 
ard and light grades of this solvent 
at the levels of a week ago. The quo- 
tation of ic. per gallon for tankcar 
quantities at the refineries applied 
for both the light and heavy grades. 
With production schedules at the mid- 
western rubber tire manufacturing 
plants being sharply curtailed, the 
movement of this solvent was indeed 
light, and, according to indications, 
should remain so for some weeks to 
come. Local refiners of special sol- 
vents for the rubber manufacturing 
trade were quoting unchanged prices 
of 12c., at the refineries. 

Stoddard Solvent.—The price for this 
solvent at the Midcontinent was held 
in a steady position last week at the 
basis of 4%c. per gallon, for tankcar 
quantities at the refineries. This mar- 
ked the first week within the past five 
that prices failed to move downward 
and was attributed to the tightening 
position of the crude supply. The East 
Coast refinery position continued at 
the basis of 9c. per gallon, at the re- 
fineries, with a light demand holding 
forth. 

Vv. M. & P. Naphtha.—The local bulk 
market retained an even position last 
week in the face of a light movement 
of supplies into consumption. The 
quotation for tankcar quantities at the 
refineries was 9c. per gallon. A similar 
condition held true at the Midcontinent 
where the sellers were asking 5c. per 
gallon for tankcars at the refineries, 
an unchanged quotation from a week 
ago. Like several other petroleum sol- 
vents, the maintenance of 5c. per gal- 
lon quotations at the Midcontinent 
last week marked the first week in five 
that the price failed to move down- 
ward. The tightening crude supply was 
responsible for the element steadiness 
that the price structure at the Mid- 
continent contained last week. 


Hydrocarbon Gases 


A gathering of constructive forces 
in the natural gasoline market and 
advances in prices last week has given 
the market for derivative hydrocarbon 
gases some additional statistical 
strength. Visible strength however 
was not a part of the market for these 
products last week and quiet was the 
keynote of conditions at the producing 
points. There were no open price 
changes in the group of liquefied pet- 
roleum gases last week. 

Butane.—-The market at the Midcon- 
tinent remained very quiet last week. 
Quotations for the 16-32 degree pro- 
duct were held at the preceding week's 
level of 2%c. to 4c. per gallon for tank- 
car quantities f. o. b. Group 3. 

Heptane.—This was another of the 
liquefied petroleum gas groun which 
failed to reveal anything more than 
routine activity last week. Prices were 
unchanged at 12c. per gallon for tank- 
car quantities of mixed material and 
12%c. per gallon for similar quantities 
of the normal article, f.o.b. Group 3. 


Hexane.—With the quotations held 
steadily at llc. per gallon for tankcar 
lots, sellers in the Group 3 area were 
unable to report anything of newness 
or importance. Some sellers were hold- 
ing for 12c. per gallon at Group 3. 

Octanes.—This was another com- 
modity which did not contain new fea- 
tures last week. The movement was 
moderate and the quotations for the 
mixture remained at l4c. per gallon 
with 13c. named in some directions. 

Pentane.—Quoted prices were main- 
tained without a change last week at 
8c. per gallon for the normal product 
and 16%6c. per gallon for the laboratory 
grade, both in tankcar quantities, f.o.b. 
Group 3. 

Petroleum Ether.—Neither the 30-60 
degree product nor the 40-75 degree 
article contained any particular change 
in conditions last week. The price for 
the former was held at lic. per gallon 
and the latter was quoted at llc. 
per gallon, both in tankcars, f.o.b. 
Group 3. 

Propane.—Compared with a heavy 
movement through retail channels of 
consumption, the relative volume of the 
industrial demand was light. The 
price for tankcars at the Group 3 re- 
mained at 7c. per gallon. 


Petrolatums and Waxes 


Medicinal Oil. — Demand last week 
showed improvement but the better- 
ment was not of sufficient volume to 
present any stiffening of prices to the 
market. The refiners were still ex- 
ercising competitive efforts to obtain 
the business available and offerings of 
concessions were still frequently heard. 


Basically the prices for Russion and 


domestic oils were unchanged. : 

Paraffin Waxes. — Scale wax prices 
were somewhat firmer last week on 
an improvement in the demand. Both 
the 122-124 and the 124-126 white 
grades were quoted at 2c. per pound 
flat, an advance of 1/10c. per pound 
over the preceding week. Yellow, 124- 
126 scale, was named at 1.95c. per 
pound, compared with 1.85c. per pound 
a week ago. The fully refined waxes 
didn’t share in the improvement of last 
week and prices were held about even- 
ly with the quotations of a week ago 
A stiffening in the price of 133-135 
a.m.p. wax was the only price move- 
ment in the fully refined wax group. 
The price for that grade was advanced 
%ec. per pound to the basis of 4%c. 
to 4%c. per pound. 

Petrolatum. — Improving demands 
from the pharmaceutical trade and 
also a reaction in private advances 
in Pennsylvania crude oils a few weeks 
ago has given a better appearance to 
the market here. The range of quota- 
tions on cream, in barrels, was widened 
with sellers quoting 5%c. to 6c. per 
pound. Dark green, in barrels, was 
advanced last week from 1%c. per 
pound to 2c. per pound flat; lily white 
was quoted last week at 6%c. to 7c. 
and snow white at 7c. to 7%c. per 
pound, both basically unchanged, but 
mentioned on a broader range than 
previously. The quotations for other 
grades were held firmly and sales were 
being invoiced at the full prices of the 
market. 


Fuels and Lubricants 


Unusual weather in the local terri- 
tory last week fostered an improvement 
in the gasoline demands at the local 
refineries and at the same time con- 
versely affected the kerosene market. 
The improvement in gasoline move- 
ment failed to bolster the prices for 
the U. S. Motor product which were 
still subject to shading below the 
quoted figures. Kerosene prices were 
steady last week. The lubricating oil 
market was quiet and the principal 
performance in that group of oils was 
in bright stocks. Prices for bright 
stocks at the Pennsylvania refineries 
retreated as they had been expected 
and a sympathetic movement was fea- 
tured in the local export market. Neu- 
tral oils prices and also those for some 
of the cylinder oils were steady last 
week. 

The Midcontinent refinery market 
presented a more encouraging fone. 
Sracity of crude for some of the small- 
er refining units has removed some of 
the cheaply-priced offerings from the 
market and the general condition was 
expected to be improved further by the 
forced cut in East Texas production 
that was placed into effect last week. 
East Texas wells will be permitted to 
flow only 150 barrels daily, compared 
with 185 barrels previously. On the 
other hand, when the Oklahoma wells 
are opened, further depression of prices 
may be expected.

BUFFALO (N. Y.)—Tank wagon and 
service station prices for gasoline were ad- 
vanced lic. per gallon, October 1. The At- 
lantic Refining Company posted tank 
wagon at 13c. and service station at 14c.

above Socony at service stations. 

CHARLOTTE (N. Car.)—Tank wagon 
and service station prices for gasoline 
were reduced %c. per gallon, October 2. 
The Standard Oil Company of New Jersey 
posted 17c. per gallon for both tank 
wagon and service station. Tank wagon 
prices for kerosene were reduced 3-10c. 
per gallon, October 3. The Standard Oll 
Company of New Jersey posted 10.7 per 
gallon. 

PITTSBURGH (Pa.)—Tank wagon and 
service station prices for gasoline were 
advanced ic. per gallon, October 3. All 
major refiners posted service stations at 
15c. per gallon throughout the western 
part of Pennsylvania. 

ROCHESTER (N. Y.)—Tank wagon 
service station prices for gasoline were 
advanced lic. per gallon, October 1. The 
Atlantic Refining Company posted tank 
wagon at 13c. per gallon and service sta- 
tion at 14c., meeting the tank wagon price 
posted on that day by the Standard Oil 
Company of New York and posting lec. 
per gallon above the Socony at service

Market Conditions 


Gasoline.—There was a welcome im- 
provement of activity in the local bulk 
market last week by virtue of un- 
usually pleasant weather for this time 
of the season. Buying was moderately 
broader, but not sufficiently so as to 
improve the structure of prices. The 
U. S. Motor product was still quoted 
at 6c. per gallon and available at 5%c. 
per gallon at the refineries. The lat- 
est survey of refinery operations here 
showed a substantial lessening of the 
runs to stills. Stocks, however, were 
increased. Export prices for U. S. 
Motor and high-gravity gasolines were 
unchanged last week at the Gulf. Ex- 
port inquiry was reported as having 
been light, but the seemingly firmer 
position at the Midcontinent held 
prices at the levels of a week ago. 
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Kerosene.—The seasonal brand of 
activity that had been showing in the 
local market for the past few weeks 
was reduced last week through the 
continued warmth of the weather. 
Notwithstanding the condition of the 
weather there was a fairly active 
movement from nearby refineries. The 
quotations for bulk quantities of the 
41-43 water white product remained 
in a steady position at 5c. per gallon, 
at the refineries. Export inquiries were 
for fair volume although at the Gulf 
last week the price of water white 
slipped back to 3%c. per gallon, at 
level of a fortnight ago. 

Fuel and Gas Oils.—There was no 
shift in the situation surrounding the 
market for these oils. C grade bunker 
oil remained at 70c. per barrel at the 
terminals and Diesel oil continued at 
the basis of $1.40 per barrel, also at 
terminals. The movement of stocks 
through maritime channels of con- 
sumption was moderate. Gas oil was 
unchanged last week. 

Lubricating Oils—The spot market 
for bright stocks showed a reaction to 
the retrogression in Pennsylvania. 
Quotations for bright stocks, in bar- 
rels, were mentioned at 36c. to 36%%c. 
per gallon, a decline of 1%c. The un- 
filtered cylinder oils were steady and 
in the instance of the 600 s. r. grade 
the price was advanced lic. to the basis 
of 22%c. per gallon, in barrels. Bright 
stocks at the Pennsylvania refineries 
slipped back further last week with 
the market named at 26c. to 28c. per 
gallon. This movement represented a 
decline of 1c. per gallon. The 650 s. r. 
cylinder oil was somewhat higher in 
the trading last week with l6c. to 17c. 
per gallon as the named market. War- 
ren E 600 at the refineries was off 
slightly to the basis of 18c. to 18%c. 
per gallon. Generally the Pennsyl- 
vania refinery market was quiet last 
week. The bright stock position was 
being watched with interest and it was 
not believed that it would yield beyond 
the 25c. per gallon mark. The export

The Midcontinent refinery and natural 
gasoline markets developed a more cheer- 
ful tone during the first half of the cur- 
rent week, under the influence energetic 
solicitation for quotations on the part of 
the larger jobbers and carlot marketers, 
for immediate and deferred shipments. 

Scarcity of crude supplies available to 
the smaller units throughout the area, 
coupled with the light demand for the 
U. S. Motor product and the low prices 
existing, had resulted in operations be- 
ing reduced materially during the past 
ten days, and the majority of refiners 
were unwilling to quote other than for 
immediate shipment. 

Natural gasolines were strong and 
somewhat higher in price, due to buying 
for export consignment during the latter 
part of the previous week, which resulted 
practically in all of the lower priced ma- 
terial being cleaned out. Several of the 
larger domestic refiners are reported to 
be making inquiries for sizeabe quanti- 
ties for prompt and over the month ship- 
ment.

Were more active for northern consign- 
ment, with the majority of buyers re- 
porting difficulty in locating sufficient ma- 
terial available to fill the current demand. 

There was little change noted in the 
various grades of naphthas, solvents, 
hydrocarbon gases and kindred products 
during the week. Buying is generally 
reported as being light and for im- 
mediate shipment only. 

While the available supply of kerosene 
continues to be limited throughout the 
area demand of curbed refinery operations, 
the demand has also dwindled somewhat 
during the past week, because continued 
dry weather throughout the agricultural 
belts retarding farm tractor operations. 
Prices are generally reported as being un- 
changed from the previous week. 

Continued hot weather throughout the 
northern states during the past week has 
resulted in a slowing down of the spot 
demand for the better grades of distillates, 
furnace oils, zero gas oils and other prod- 
ucts suitable for domestic home-burner 
use. On the other hand, the supply of 
these products available for spot ship- 
ment is limited because of curbed refinery 
operations, 

The ordinary high cold test u.g.i. specifi- 
cations gas oils are very near out of the 
picture in so far as immediate shipment 
is concerned. This condition has been 
brought about by reduced refinery opera- 
tions in Oklahoma and North Texas, cou- 
pled with increased buying by the larger 
refiners for cracking purposes, 

A better demand was noticeable in the 
better grades of zero and near zero cold 
test fuel during the week and as result 
of this pickup, local refiners have boosted 
prices 2%c. a barrel for immediate and 
prompt shipments, The ordinary indus- 
trial grades continue inactive at un- 
changed prices,

Gasoline Taxes Amount to 
$246,373,000 in 6 Months 


Gasoline taxes provided, in the first 
six months of 1931, a net revenue of 
$246,373,000 which is to be used prin- 
cipally for road purposes according to 
information collected from State au- 
thorities by the Bureau of Public Roads 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture. Nearly 7,118,000,000 gal- 
lons of gasoline were taxed, an increase 
of 4% percent over the same period 
last year. 

Consumption of gasoline increased in 
thirty-six States and decreased in 
twelve States. On the basis of the fig- 
ures for the half-year it is estimated 
that the gasoline tax will yield a rev- 
enue exceeding a half-billion dollars 
for the full year. 

The tax is now imposed in every 
State. Eight States increased the rate 
of tax within the six-months period. 
Two others made increases effective 
in July and August. 

The total revenue derived was al- 
located as follows:—Construction and 
maintenance of State highways, $158,- 
332,000, or 64 percent; for local roads, 
$48,417,000, or 20 percent; State and 
county bond payments, $18,860,000, or 
7144 percent; city streets, $10,157,000, or 
4 percent, and the remainder of $10,- 
607,000, or 4% percent, for collection 
costs and miscellaneous items. 





Fanning Leaves A. P. I. 
To Become Publisher 


Leonard M. Fanning, who for the 
last three years has been director of 
the department of public relations of 
the American Petroleum Institute has 
resigned to become editor and publish- 
er of a new petroleum reference annual 
and buyers’ guide to be known as the

Lubricating Oil F reight 
To Pacific Coast Upheld 


The carload freight rate on lubri- 
eating oil from the Appalachian refin- 
ing region to the Pacific Coast is not 
excessive, the Interstate Commerce 
Commission declared in dismissing the 
complaint of the Quaker State Oil Re- 
fining Company of California. 

The company attacked the rate par- 
ticularly because there is a lower rate 
on lubricating oil from the West Coast 
to the Eastern State. The commission 
found that only small amounts of lu- 
bricating oil moved eastward over 
these rates and that the complaining 
company is in no way injured by the 
existence of this lower rate. The rail- 
roads declared that the westbound 
rate is already depressed because of 
intercoastal water rates, and the com- 
mission ruled that it is not unreason- 
able. 








Gasoline Tax Laws Digest 
Published by Associations 


A digest of State gasoline tax laws 
in effect September 1 has been pre- 
pared by the Washington office of the 
National Petroleum Association and 
the Western Petroleum Refinery As- 
sociation. It has been published in 
loose-leaf form. 

The summaries of the laws are ar- 
ranged in the alphabetical order of the 
States. They show at first glance the 
amount of the tax and the date when 
the act become effective. This is fol- 
lowed by explanatory statements rel- 
ative to the application of the tax and 
the administration of the act.

Oil Recovery Process 


Patent Appeal Upheld

has reversed a decision of the patent 
examiner relating to a patent issued 


to George W. Coggeshall for processes 
of recovering oi] from oi] sands, hold- 
ing that Coggeshall has converted an 
unpractical suggestion into a practical 
and meritorious advance in the art and 
is therefore entitled to the correspond- 
ing protection involved in the appealed 
claims. Briefly stated, his processes 
involve the recovering of oil from oil 
sands in situ by flowing therethrough 
an aqueous fluid comprising a highly 
dispersed colloidal material which is 
physically and chemically stable in the 


presence of said sands, the colloidal 
material including a hydrocarbon sul- 
phonate. The processes are for use 


with such sands as are spent in so far 
as substantial oil recovery by flowing 
or pumping is concerned.

It was stated 
by the bureau, however, that the fi- 
gures were regarded as representing 
only a small fraction of the solvent 
naphthas produced at refineries be- 
eause the major portions were repor- 
ted under gasoline, which is defined 
as including “naphthas and other pro- 
ducts lighter than kerosene.” 

The classes named included only the 
most important of the minor products 
made at petroleum refineries. There 
were several hundred other products 
which could be made from petroleum 
but which were not produced in suffi - 
cient amount to justify segregating 
into a separate class.

Petroleum Output, 1930 


Final figures covering production of 
petroleum in the United States in 1930 
and compiled by the United States 
Bureau of Mines, indicate that the 
total output was 898,011,000 barrels, 
which was a decline of 10.9 percent 
from the 1929 total of 1.007.323.000 bar- 
rels. The 1930 total was also slightly 
lower than the output of 1928 and 1927. 
It represented a daily average produc- 
tion of 2,460,000 barrels. which was a 
decline of 38.000 barrels from 1929. 
Stocks of all oils. according to the 
report, declined 24,000,000 barrels dur- 
ing 1930, in marked contrast to 1929 
when stocks were increased 68,156,000 
barrels. 

Production of crude remained vir- 
tually stationary during the first half 
of the year, with the results of the 
various curtailment programs balanc- 
ing the increasing demand for crude 
by refiners. During the last half of 
the year marked progress was made in 
restricting the output of the flush fields 
and output declined in line with the 
falling off in crude runs to stills. De- 
clining prices and the general curtail- 
ment program served to restrict drill- 
ing, with the result that the number 
of oil wells brought in declined from 


15,572 in 1929 to 11,640 in 1930. How- 
ever, the average daily initial out- 
put of the 1930 completions estab- 
lished a new record, with the result 
that the potential crude oil production 
also rose to a new high level. There 
were 331,070 wells producing December 
31, 1930, against 328,200 wells on De- 
cember 30, 1929. 

Texas was again the leading produc- 
ing State in 1930, with an output of 
290,457,000 barrels. Production in Cali- 
fornia fell off materially. coincident 
with the decline in the flush output in 
the Santa Fe Springs and Long Beach 
fields. However. the state retained 
second place ahead of Oklahoma which 
held third place. Practically all of the 
other producing States declined in out- 
put in 1929; the exceptions were In- 
diana, Louisiana, New Mexico, New 
York and Pennsylvania. 

Imports of crude declined for the 
second successive year; the total 
brought in amounted to 62,129,000 bar- 
rels in 1930 as compared with 78,933,000 
barrels in 1929. The major portion of 
the foreign crude brought in during 
1930 originated in Venezuela, although 
Colombia was the only country to 
show an increase in this trade over 
1929. 

The trend in crude stocks was re- 
versed in 1930, when there was a net 
withdrawal, the first since 1926. Total 
stocks east of California, including 
producers’ stocks, fell from 387,396,000 
barrels on hand January 1, 1930, to 
368,484,000 barrels on hand at the end 
of the year. Stocks of light crude in 
California showed little change, but 
stocks of heavy crude and fuel oil fell 
off over 3,500,000 barrels following the 
closing-in of the wells in many of the 
fields producing low gravity oil. 

The total value of the crude pro- 
duced in 1930, as compiled from a spe- 
cial canvass of purchasing companies, 
amounted to $1,070,200,000. This repre- 
sented a decline in total value from 
1929 of about $210,000,000 and was ap- 
proximately $375,000,000 below the rec- 
ord value of 1926. The average price 
paid at the wells in 1930 was $1.19, a 
decline from 1929 of 8 cents. 

Runs to stills of crude petroleum in 
1930 amounted to 927,447,000 barrels, of 
which 866,615,000 barrels, or 93 percent, 
was domestic crude, and _ 60,832,000 
barrels or 7 percent, was foreign 
crude. In comparison with 1929, these 
figures represented declines in use of 
both types of crude with the largest 
percentage decrease affecting foreign 
crude. 

Production of gasoline amounted to 
440,728,000 barrels, a slight gain over 
the previous year. Because of the de- 
cline in runs to stills, this increase was 
due solely to a further gain in yield, 
which rose from 44.0 percent in 1929 
to 46.6 percent in 1930. The chief fac- 
tor in the increase in gasoline recovery 
in 1930 was the gain in the use of 
cracking equipment. The production 
of gasoline by cracking in 1930 
amounted to 164,443,000 barrels, a gain 
over the previous year of 14.4 percent 
and the equivalent of 38.0 percent of 
the total output as compared with 33.0 
percent in 1929. Imports of gasoline in 
1930 amounted to 16,927,000 barrels, or 
nearly double the previous year. The 
indicated domestic demand for motor 
fuel in 1930 totaled 394,800,000 barrels, 
a new record. However, this represents 
a gain over the previous year of only 
5.0 percent as compared with an aver- 
age annual increase over the past 10 
years of 14.5 percent. 

Exports of gasoline held up well in 
1930, amounting to 65,575,000 barrels 
as compared with 62,059,000 barrels in 
1929, After the first few months of 
the year, when gasoline stocks rose to 
record levels, the refiners gave consid- 
erable attention to reducing their gas- 
oline inventories, with the result that 
stocks at the end of the year, 40,541,- 
000 barrels, was nearly 3,000,000 bar- 
rels below the total on hand at the be- 
ginning of the year. 

The production of natural gasoline 
declined to 2,210,500,000 gallons as 
compared with 2,233,700,000 gallons the 
previous year. This represents the first 
annual decline ever recorded by that 
industry. 

Production of other products was as 
follows:—Kerosene, 49,208,000 barrels; 
gas oil, 81,551,000 barrels: residual fuel 
oil, 290,947,000 barrels; lubricants, 34- 
201,000 barrels; wax, 547,680,000 
pounds; coke 1,940,000,000 tons; as- 
phalt, 3,308,000,000 tons; road oil, 
5,425,000 pounds; miscellaneous, 7,754,- 
000 barrels, ands 2,242,000 barrels un- 
finished oil produced. 


Oil Well Test Method 
Held to Be Patentable 


The Patent Office Board of Appeals 
has ruled that an invention of John T. 
Simmons relating to a method and ap- 
paratus for testing oil wells is patent- 
able, the decision reversing the opinion 
of the examiner of interferences. At 
the same time the board of appeals 
dismissed an appeal of Charles R. Ead.- 
wards against the examiner with rela- 
tion to a portion of the Simmons pat- 
ent allowing Simmons certain rights 
in count 2 of his patent. :

Oklahoma Lifts Ban 
On Flush Oil Fields 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Oct. 9, 1931. 


The flush oil producing fields of 
Oklahoma will be opened tomorrow 
morning, Governor Murray stated to- 
day. Shut in since August 5 under mili- 
tary rule, the Oklahoma City and 
greater Seminole districts will be al- 
lowed to product under proration or- 
ders, although the military supervision 
will continue. 

Governor Murray’s announcement 
came upon the heels of his threat to 
open “Bill Murray filling stations” 
which would sell state-refined gaso- 
line made from $1 a barrel crude, if 
such a step proved necessary to bring 
about the $1 top price that he had 
demanded for reopening. 

What effect the opening of the fields 
would have on his proposed filling sta- 
tion program could not be learned, as 
the governor declined to expand upon 
his announcement. The current top 
price is 70 cents a barrel. 

The Oklahoma governor was 
lowed in the shutdown movement by 
Governor Sterling of Texas and the 
Kansas Public Service Commission. 

The east Texas pool was closed by 
National Guardsmen and the flow from 
Kansas wells was restricted for a time 
as a price-lifting measure. 

Under a recent midcontinent agree- 
ment Oklahoma production will be held 
within 446,000 barrels daily, as com- 
pared to 550,000 before the shutdown. 

The decision to reopen the oil fields 
was made after a conference between 
Governor Murray and bankers and pro- 
ducers. Opposition to the shutdown 
had been increasing for a week.

Canadian Petroleum Output 


Crude petroleum produced in Canada 
in the six months’ period ended June 30 
totaled 937,779 barrels, valued at $2,- 
593,815, as against 639,884 barrels, val- 
ued at $2,171,382, in the like 1930 period. 
Of the 1931 production, Ontario had 
62,070 barrels, New Brunswick 3,709 
barrels, and the balance came from Al- 
berta. Natural gas production in the 
period was 14,972,342,000 cubic feet, 
valued at $5,541,078, as against 15,928,- 
745,000 cubic feet, valued at $5,665,391, 
in the 1930 period. Alberta, Ontario, 
New Brunswick and Manitoba were 
listed as producing provinces in the 
order named.

The average daily production 
is 1,000 barrels. 


John D,. Clark, former president of 
the Midwest Refining Company, who 
resigned to study for a doctor of 
philosophy degree at Johns Hopkins 
University, is now teaching economics 
at Denver University. 


The Mountain State Refining Com- 
pany expects its new and the first re- 
finery in the Fort Morgan, Colo., dis- 
trict to be operating before November 
1. It is assured of ample oil and a 
market nearby. The capacity is from 
200 to 400 barrels daily. 


Gasoline and similar fuel taxes in 
Iowa in September totaled $1,301,220, 
according to Ray Johnson, state treas- 
urer, bringing the nine months’ total 
for the year $847,300 greater than dur- 
ing similar period in 1930. Gains have 
been reported each month of the cur- 
rent year. In September, 1930, gasoline 
tax collections reached $1,128,408. 


Stockholders of the Humphreys Cor- 
poration approved the sale of its prop- 
erties and the dissolution of the com- 
pany, October 7. Books were closed 
on that date and the liquidating divi- 
dends will be distributed by J. S. Aber- 
crombie, liquidating agent and trustee. 


A new Norwegian tanker, “Pan 
Europa,” arrived in Baltimore recently 
with her maiden cargo of 5,500 tons of 
zasoline from Aruba for the American 
Oil Company. The “Pan Europa” is the 
fourth vessel of her type built at New- 
castle-on-Tyne for the interests of H. 
Hoegh & Co., large Norwegian ship- 
owners, Oslo. All of these ships are 
in the oil trade from Aruba to Balti- 
more, 


The 53-foot oil barge, “Inlerna- 
tional,” returning from Amesbury, 
Mass., to her home at Salem, was 
burned on the evening of September 29 
in Ipswich bay. The trouble began 
with an explosion which is attributed 
to backfire from the engine. Captain 
McWilliams was not injured, but the 
other man on board, Engineer George 
Stevens, was seriously burned and was 
taken to a hospital at Gloucester, Mass. 
The barge was owned by the Petroleum 
Transportation Company. 


A new corporation, the Pure Oil 
Products Company, under the man- 
agement of the executive heads of the 
Keystone Oil and Manufacturing Com- 
pany, has been formed here. It is 
undertaking, as of October 10, the 
operation of service station and fuel 
oil distribution properties hitherto 
having been owned by the Keystone 
company, handling products of the 
Pure Oil Company exclusively. Of- 
ucers are:—President, Ward C. Pearl, 
and Vice-president, Forest Lowrey. 


W. S. S. Rodgers, The Texas Com- 
pany, New York, has been made chair- 
man of a committee appointed by Ed- 
ward G. Seubert, Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana, Chicago, vice-presi- 
dent of the American Petroleum In- 
stitute’s division of marketing, to re- 
view and discuss the subject of gaso- 
line tax evasion. The committee will 
report in writing to the division of 
marketing general committee at a 
meeting in Chicago, November 9, in 
connection with the institute’s twelfth 
annual convention. 


Henry N. Chase, Minneapolis, deputy 
chief oil inspector for Minnesota un- 
der the deposed chief, Hjalmar Nilsson, 
was removed from office October 1. 
The replacement of Chase will be a 
part of a series of departmental 
changes starting then. J. M. Moersch, 
St. Paul, for twenty-nine years an 
employee of the State and for many 
years chief clerk, is due for the job 
of chief deputy inspector. G. H. Fuller, 
Minneapolis, a _ certified public aec- 
countant, was slated for the job of 
chief clerk. 


Shipments of oil burners in August 
totaled 10,035, making an aggregate of 
46,363 burners for the first eight 
months of 1931 and comparing 7,491 
in July, 11,354 in August last year, 
and 57,569 for the first eight months 
of 1930, according to reports of 104 
manufacturers to the Bureau of the 
Census. New orders received in Au- 
gust were 10,621 against 8,010 in July, 
and 11,581 in the same month last 
year. Unfilled orders at the end of the 
month amounted to 2,076 against 1,490 
in July and 2,725 in August last year. 


Union Oil Company of California has 
reported a net profit of $3,200,000 for 
the nine months ended September 30, 
after interest, taxes, depreciation and 
depletion and other charges. This 
compared with a net of $8,000,000 in 
the like period of 1930. It was equal 
to 73 cents per share on the outstand- 
ing capital stock, as compared with 
$1.84 a share last year. Net for the 
third quarter was $1,300,000, or 30 
cents a share, against $100,000, or 2 
cents a share, in the preceding quar- 
ter, and $2,850,000 in the same quar- 
ter of last year.

ard Oil Company from the tidewater 
plant at East Providence, R. I., to 
Springfield and Worcester, Mass. The 
line will run to Douglas, Mass., and 
from that point separate lines to the 
two inland _ terminals. The total 
length is figured as ninety-eight miles. 
Construction having begun at East 
Providence, it is planned to start crews 
right away at Springfield and Wor- 
cester, all to work toward Douglas, 
and employ a total of about one hun- 
dred and fifty men. 


Alleged short selling of gasoline in 
five gallon containers is cited by the 
Federal Trade Commission in a com- 
plaint issued against the Export 
Petroleum Company of California, Ltd., 
of Los Angeles, Calif. This company, 
the complaint says, sells gasoline for 
export in cases of two cans of stand- 
ard size, each can having a five gal- 
lon capacity. The cans are filled at 
the rate of 9.6 U. S. gallons per case 
instead of containing ten full gallons, 
such as are customarily sold in two 
cans of five gallon capacity, and, the 
Commission says, the company fails 
to make clear by labeling the fact that 
the cans do not contain five gallons. 
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Suggestion for New National Formation 
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was accepted by the convention. Mr. 
Felton characterized the report as one 
of the ablest which he ever recalled, 
and the delegates agreed by their 
applause. 


General Manager’s Report 


President Frayser called on George 
V. Horgan, the general manager of the 
association, for his annual report, and 
Mr. Horgan, too, dwelt at some length 
on the operations of the association 
since the inauguration of the reorgani- 
zation plan and the move to Washing- 
ton. 

He said that the reorganization plan 
unanimously adopted at the Toronto 
convention a year ago, and which be- 
came effective on January 1 of this 
year, has now been functioning a suf- 
ficient length of time to show that it 
appears to have justified the good 
judgment of the men comprising the 
reorganization committee. He declared 
that the move to Washington in May 
was made with a minimum amount of 
inconvenience and comparatively little 
interruption in work. Shortly after 
establishing headquarters in Washing- 
ton, he made personal contacts with 
various goveynmental agencies; the 
Department of Commerce, Bureau of 
the Census, Federal Trade Commission, 
Bureau of Standards, officials and 
staff of the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States, and the Washing- 
ton trade association executives. 


The president and the general mana- 
ger have through personal visits main- 
tained contact with many of the clubs 
in the association although it was im- 
possible to do as much field work as 
they would have liked in view of the 
limitations of their travel budget, he 
said. 

He told of the trip of President 
Frayser and himself to the Western 
zone convention in Victoria, B. C., 
last July, and of the decision of that 
body to continue annual meetings, in- 
stead of accepting a proposal for bien- 
nial meetings. He also explained the 
new procedure in the election of the 
personnel of the educational bureau 
under the reorganization plan. 

The membership is now made up 
equally of representatives from the 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish Asso- 
ciation and the American Paint and 
Varnish Manufacturers Association— 
nine from each. The budget and fi- 
nance committee, which allocates the 
funds for conducting the various ac- 
tivities of the associations, is likewise 
made up of equal representation from 
each association, he pointed out. 


Mr. Horgan concluded with an 
analysis of the function of trade asso- 
ciations, which, he said, represent the 
American forum of business co-opera- 
tion. He, as had President Frayser, 
paid tribute to the unfailing support 
of the trade press. Mr. Horgan 
thanked the officers, directors, mem- 
bers and staff for their work. 

E. J. Cornish, New York, immedi- 
ately paid marked tribute to the head- 
quarters staff and the economies they 
had voluntarily requested and put in 
force. The report of the general man- 
ager was then adopted. 


The Treasurer’s Report 


Another official who commented on 
the success of the reorganization plan 
was Charles C. Roh, Newark, treasurer 
of the association, who gave his an- 
nual report. Despite a decrease of 
about $4,500 in income for the fiscal 
year, he reported, the surplus of the 
association was increased at the end 
of the year to $48,076.86 from $45,- 
745.20 at the end of the previous year. 
This was due to a decrease in ex- 
penses of about $2,351. The surplus 
was invested as heretofore in govern- 
ment bonds. 

In commenting on his report, Mr. 
Roh said there were about 400 firms 
in the country not on the list of those 
who had accepted the financial plan 
and which, it was felt, should be sub- 
seribers. He urged all who were not 
subscribers to study the plan and seek 
information as to it, that they might 
be convinced of its worth. He further 
advocated that those who already had 
subscribed should endeavor to enlist 
the support of one or two others whom 
they could easily reach. 

D. W. Figgis, New York, was in fa- 
vor of a more vigorous solicitation of 
subscriptions to the financial plan, 
urging the possibility of a “purpose- 
ful drive’ headed by a committee of 
men from local paint clubs. Mr. Roh 
said officials in charge of the plan 
were in favor of anything that would 
bring results and_ the suggestion 
would be considered. On motion of 
R. B. Robinette, Cleveland, who dwelt 
on the splendid achievements due 
largely to Mr. Roh’'s effort, the report 
was adopted.

After a brief preliminary report 
from F. P. Cheesman, chairman of the 


committee on constitution and by- 
laws, the first business session ad- 
journed. The president’s luncheon to 


the board of directors was held at one 
o’clock, after which the directors met 
in annual session. 

Monday evening was devoted to for- 
mal opening exercises under the chair- 
manship of President Frayser, and 
later there were the reception to the 
president and Mrs. Frayser, and the 
president’s ball. 


Second Business Session 


Tuesday, October 6, was a crowded 
and profitable day, with morning and 
afternoon sessions. Dr. Julius Klein, 
assistant secretary of commerce, came 
from Washington to speak on “What 
Price Prosperity?” and was introduced 
by Ernest T. Trigg, Philadelphia. Dr. 
Klein dealt briefly with the great de- 
velopment of the paint and varnish in- 
dustry and its accomplishments in the 
past few years. He then paid a splen- 
did tribute to the clean up and paint 
up movement, and the contribution of 
the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association to the work of the Presi- 
dent’s organization on unemployment. 

He talked on present problems con- 
fronting the paint manufacturers and 
supply men. The greatest problem of 
all at this time—and the problem 
which undoubtedly has caused the 
waste of billions of dollars in the past 
—was, he said, that of distribution. 
He pleaded with his audience to mas- 
ter this question if they were to really 
understand their own businesses. 

Dr. Klein stressed the importance of 
trade association activities in the field 
of raw material requirements with re- 
spect to developing domestic sources 
of such wherever commercially feas- 
ible. Along this line he referred espe- 
cially to the development of a native 
source of supply for tung oil as an 
illustration of such a wise and prudent 
policy. He urged concerted study of 
the mechanisms of distribution as one 
of the outstanding problems confront- 
ing the industry of the association. 
Imperative need for a complete over- 
hauling of present distribution prac- 
tices existed, he said. 

In the retail field the association, he 
said, has already achieved notable re- 
sults in improving the standards of 
distribution, especially through the rig- 
orous drive on inefficiency in the course 
of the “save the surface” campaign. 
One invaluable lesson of that effort was 
the emphasis laid upon the training of 
sales personnel. An example was thus 
set from which many other trades also 
profited very considerable. Here again, 
however, it was of the utmost import- 
ance today, when consumers were 
more discriminating than ever before, 
that there should be no let up, and that 
the industry should maintain through 
its organized groups the utmost vigil- 
ance as to the efficiency of retail sell- 
ing. 

At the conclusion of Dr. Klein's talk, 
Mr. Trigg expressed the appreciation 
of the audience and on his motion the 
delegates gave Dr. Klein a rising vote 
of thanks. 


Credits and Collections 


Preceding Dr. Klein at the second 
morning session, T. J. Kenny gave a 
masterful report for the credits and 
collections committee, which showed 
that the estimated bad debt loss of 
the industry for 1930 was $3,000,000 
and that the 1931 losses will exceed 
that amount. With the object of cor- 
recting this bad situation, the commit- 


tee brought in a series of recom- 
mendations. 

Before making them, Mr. Kenny 
gave the opinion of the committee 


that bad debt losses are generally due 
to, incomplete credit information; poor 
judgment exercised in giving lines of 
credit: weak collection policy; un- 
necessary delay in reducing service to 
delinquents; and failure to furnish 
constructive advice and assistance to 
overobligated customers. 

He divided risks into two classes:— 
First, the credit-seeker with large in- 
vestments whose ratings can be estab- 
lished, and, second, the small credit- 
seeker whose resources are hard to de- 
termine. 

The first step in the plan suggested 
by the credits and collections commit- 
tee was for the formation of a local 
paint credit club in every city where 
there is now a paint club, and the sec- 
ond, the development of inter-market 
credit information. 


Mr. Kenny stated that it was the 


purpose of his committee to dis- 
siminate educational data throughout 
the country, through the paint credit 
groups, furnished by already well or- 
ganized credit departments within the 
industry. He recommended the con- 
tinuance of a strong credits and col- 
lections committee and that the com- 
mittee be empowered to work through 
the general manager’s office in de- 
veloping strong local credit commit- 
tees. 

After many expressions of strong 
endorsement of the plan and of com- 
mendation for the work done by Mr. 
Kenny, the report was adopted. 


Flax Institute 


An exhaustive report was prepared 
by the flax development committee, 
under the chairmanship of L. P. Nem- 
zek, and was printed for circulation. 
It told of the culmination of long years 
of effort by the committee and of the 
establishment of the Flax Institute of 
the United States, following the flax 
conference some months ago. In view 
of the creation of the Flax Institute, 
Mr. Nemzek recommended the discon- 
tinuance of the flax development com- 
mittee, and the creation of a flax com- 
mittee to maintain contact with the 
new institute. The board of directors 
approved of this and the necessary by- 
law changes were made. 

Mr. Nemzek also reccommended the 
appointment of F. C. Smith as chair- 
man of the new flax committee, which 
was passed on to the incoming presi- 
dent of the association. A recom- 
mendation for an annual contribution 
of $1,000 was sent to the budget and 
finance committee. 


Incorporated in the flax report was 
a detailed history, year by year, of flax 
development work in this country, with 
tributes to the late Charles T. Nolan, 
as well as an account of the Argentine 
flax survey, conducted by Prof. H. L. 
Bolley. P. H. Callahan, of Louisville, 
moved the adoption of Mr. Nemzek’s 
report, which was unanimously given, 
and E. J. Cornish, New York, paid 
tribute to the organizing genius of Mr. 
Nemzek. 


Simplification Suggestions 


The convention, at the afternoon ses- 
sion on Tuesday, heard Wells Martin, 
Chicago, read the report and the rec- 
ommendations of the simplification 
committee, which were drawn up fol- 
lowing long study and the circulation 
of a questionnaire among industry 
leaders. These simplifications were 
proposed and were adopted:— 


1. Elimination of half-gallon cans 
from these additional products: Varnish 
stains, roof paints, barn paints, aluminum 
paints and auto top dressing. 

2. Elimination of half-pint cans for 
first grade house paint and first grade flat 
paint. 

Elimination of quarter-pint cans for 
all house and flat paint. 

4. Discontinuation of restriction cov- 
ered by item three, pertaining to the elim- 
ination of pint cans from interior floor 
paints, floor enamels and exterior porch 
paints. 

5. The maximum number of shades 
produced in house paints shall be changed 
from 28 to 32, exclusive of black and 
white. 

6. The maximum number of shades 


produced in enamels shall be changed 
from 14 to 18, exclusive of black and 
white. 


Mr. Trigg pointed out in the ensuing 
discussion that the change to thirty- 
two colors did not necessarily mean 
that a manufacturer had to produce 
that number; that was a maximum. 
The committee report also dealt with 
the subject of paste paints, which are 
generally sold by weight, and sug- 
vested that liquid measure packages 
might be used in half-pints, quarter 
gallon and gallon sizes. 


Educational Bureau 


Ernest T. Trigg presided at the dis- 
cussion of the work of the educational 
bureau and gave an historical review, 
citing its accomplishments. He intro- 
duced Dr. H. A. Gardner, of the scien- 
tific section, who told of the paint re- 
search in progress in the section’s own 
laboratories and throughout the world. 

Mr. Trigg called W. C. Dabney, pres- 
ident of the American Paint and Var- 
nish Manufacturers Association, to 
read the report of the unfair competi- 
tion committee in the absence of Lud- 
ington Patton. 

Mr. Dabney said the committee was 
set up to select the personnel of the 
Unfair Competition Bureau and to pass 
on the financial set of the Unfair Com- 
petition Bureau. The Unfair Com- 
petition Committee had no knowledge 
whatever of any pending investigations 
that was being carried on by the Un- 
fair Competition Bureau, and its first 
information regarding cases that have 
heen cited by the Federal Trade Com- 


mission was when the commission 
placed the releases concerning these 
individual cases on the press table. 


This distinction between the commit- 
tee and the bureau was later re- 
emphasized by Mr. Trigg. 

Continuing, Mr. Dabney said that the 
principal work of the Unfair Competi- 
tion Bureau was to co-operate with 
the Federal Trade Commission and 
other agencies in the suppression of 
all forms of unfair practices, especially 
bribery, graft, mislabelling and mis- 
representation.

Club Programs 


Club 


programs for local units 
throughout the country came in for 
much discussion under the leadership 
of Charles J. Caspar, chairman of the 
committee which undertakes to pro- 


vide material for uniform programs. 
He read reports from various cities, 
showing reactions of officers and mem- 


bers to the five programs prepared 
last year, dealing with the 1930 con- 
vention, unfair competition, code of 
ethics, clean up and paint up, and 
credits and collections. Twenty-four 
out of thirty-six clubs are using the 
programs and find them useful. Mr. 


Caspar urged tne appointment of local 
program chairmen, who had power to 
put across the programs with zest and 
interest. 

Mr. Caspar announced tentative sug- 
gestions for programs for the coming 
year as follows:—The 1931 convention. 
simplification, local paint clubs tung 
oil, and then askeq for suggestions 
Horace Felton, Philadelphia, suggested 
a program on cost accounting, and also 
that production executives, dealers and 
painting contractors be included in 
program meetings. Mr. Derrick, Cin- 
cinnati, suggested a program on

Steel Barrel Production: January-August 


Operating capacity of steel barrel manufacturers in August was 23.1 percent 
as compared with 27.4 percent in July and 36.65 percent in June, according to the 
Steel Barrel Manufacturers’ Institute, Cleveland. The daily average productive 
capacity of institute members in I. C. C. barrels was 250,625 barrels, with opera- 
tions at 6.3 percent, compared with 250,625 barrels, with operations at 5.9 per- 
cent in July, and with 230,499 barrels with operations at 9.37 percent in June. 
The average daily productive capacity in light barrels was 883,125 barrels, with 
operations at 27.9 percent, compared with 883,125 barrels at 33.6 percent in July, 
and with 278,059 barrels at 31.56 percent in June. 

z August production of steel barrels as reported to the Bureau of the Census, 
W ashington, by twenty-seven establishments operating thirty-eight plants, was 
449,590 barrels, or 31.6 percent of capacity, as compared with 580,565, or 40.7 per- 
cent, in July, and with 552,955, or 38.9 percent in June.

Potash from Polyhalite 


Further study of the properties of 
polvhalite, found in Texas and New 
Mexico, in relation to the extraction 
of potash from this mineral, is re- 
ported by M. H. Storch, supervising 
engineer, and N. Fragen, junior chem- 
ist. in Renort of Investigations 3116 
of the United States Buraeu of Mines. 
The authors suggest processes for the 
production of sygenite (a potash- 
lime compound well adapted to appli- 
cation as a fertilizer) and by-product 
maenesia, 

Data are presented on the reaction 
between calcined polvhalite (K,SO..- 
MegS0..°CaSO:.H.O) and dilute’ so- 
lutions of sulnhate of potash at 25°C.. 
resulting in the formation of sygenite 
(K°SO..CaSO:.H.O) or mixtures of this 
with gvnsum. Processes are suggested 
for producing sulphate of potash or 
sygenite, flow diagrams of these being 
presented A preliminary cost anal- 
ysis indicates to the authors that these 
processes are commercially feasible 

Considerntion of the production of 
by-product magnesia leads the authors 





to conclude that the precipitation of 
magnesia-ammonia carbonate fol- 
lowed by thermal decomposition of 
this compound may be of value in de- 
veloping a process affording oxide of 
magnesia as a by-product.

Cottonseed Oil Millers 
To Trade Meal for Seed 


Seven cottonseed oil companies of 
Alabama have authorized the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture to announce over 
the radio that they would now trade 
a ton of 7 percent cottonseed meal for 
a ton of cottonseed delivered to their 
mills. This announcement was au- 
thorized through T. R. Cain, secretary 
and treasurer, Alabama division, Na- 
tional Cotton Seed Products Associa- 
tion, Montgomery, and Tom Kidd, of 
the Farmers and Ginners Cotton Oil 
Company, Birmingham. 

The seven mills making the offer are 
the Southern Cotton Oil Company, 
Buckeye Cotton Oil Company, Swift & 
Company Oil Mill of Montgomery, 
Farmers and Ginners Cotton Oil Com- 
pany of Birmingham and Ozark, and 
other seed oil companies of Enter- 
prise, Eufaula and Andalusia. 

Seth P. Storrs, Commissioner of 
Agriculture and Industries, said that 
this was a splendid opportunity for 
farmers to supply themselves with 
cottonseed meal for feeding purposes 
this winter and as a fertilizer for 
next spring. 

“The mills should be complimented 
for this move, as it indicates that they 
are willing to assist the farmers in 
getting the greatest value possible out 
of their cottonseed,” Commissioner 
Storrs said. “We advise farmers to 
make this exchange as soon as pos- 
sible, as this offer is subject to with- 
drawal or change without notice.” 


Argentine Quebracho Duty 


Argentina has imposed a lower ex- 
port duty for October on quebracho 
extract. The October duties, accord- 
ing to information sent to the Depart- 
ment of Commerce by the commercal 
attache at Buenos Aires, are, on ex- 
tract, 0.59 gold peso per metric ton; on 
logs, 0.76 peso.

Coaltar production in France 
amounted to 595,000 metric tons in 
1930, exclusive of 140,000 tons produced 
in the Saar region. France consumed 
450,000 tons of coaltar in road work in 
1930. 

Headquarters of the Minneapolis- 
St. Paul Paint, Oil and Varnish Club 
have been moved from St. Paul to 308 
National building, Minneapolis. Oscar 
J. Friend is secretary of the associa- 
tion. 

The Bureau of Health of the Chinese 
National Government expects shortly 
to issue an official Chinese pharma- 
copeia which will be printed in Chinese 
with the names of the articles in Latin. 
It will probably be used as the basis 
of future drug regulations. 


The Pittsburgh Plate Glass Com- 
pany has reduced the annual dividend 
rate on its capital stock to $1 per share 
with the declaration of a quarterly dis- 
tribution of 25 cents a share payable 
December 31 to stock of record De- 
cember 10. The previous rate was $2 
yearly. 

Reporting for the first half of the 
financial year, the directors of the In- 
destructible Paint & Standard Varnish 
Company, London, state that profits 
justify the maintenance of the interim 
ordinary dividend of 5 percent and 
this rate is to be distributed in Octo- 
ber. Sales both domestic and export, 
have been affected by the depression, 
but the increase in turnover has al- 
most been met by reducing expenses. 


On the recommendation of the board 
of health, the Peruvian government 
has decreed that a commission shall 
be appointed to study regulations 
suaranteeing ethical practices in the 
medical professions and in the adver- 
tising of proprietary preparations. This 
commission will be composed of the 
dean of the medical school, and the 
professor of legal medicine in the 
school, and a delegate of the govern- 
ment. 

Four talks on paint chemistry, 
broadeast under the auspices of the 
New England section of the American 
Chemical Society, have been printed 
in a pamphlet containing the series 
covered in the broadcasting. The paint 
talks are two by F. C. Atwood, of the 
Craftex Company, on “The Chemistry 
of Paint”: two by Edward F. Maloney, 
of E. I. duPont de Nemours & Co., one 
on “Varnish” and one on “The Chem- 
istry of Synthetic Resins ang Lac- 
quers.” 


The Consolidated Caribbean Oil Cor- 
poration, which was organized under 
the laws of Maryland in January, has 
acquired potential oil lands totaling 
about 1,100,000 acres in Venezuela and 
Colombia, according to George W. 
Steel, of this city, one of the organizers 
of the company. Interests identified 
with the formation of the old Creole 
Syndicate, which has since been ab- 
sorbed by the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey, are affiliated with the 
Consolidated Caribbean concern. 


The ‘Paragon Paint & Varnish Cor- 
poration is completing a new paint and 
varnish plant at Tenth street and Ver- 
non avenue, Long Island City. An 
area of 40,000 square feet will be de- 
voted to paint manufacturing; 7,000 
square feet to office and laboratory. 
The plant has eleven varnish stacks 
equipped with fuel oil and fume sys- 
tem, and there is underground storage 
capacity of over 100,000 gallons for 
oils and solvents. Freight reaches the 
plant by water. 


Electrochemical development in the 
South and its possibilities in trade 
expansion of the South were discussed 
by Theodore Swann, president of the 
Swann Corporation, Birmingham, Ala., 
before the Southern Foreign Trade 
Conference in New Orleans, Septem- 
ber 28. Called primarily to encourage 
trade expansion of the South into 
Central and South America, the two- 
day conference was attended by large 
delegations from most of the South- 
ern cities, especially shipping points. 


The decision of Federal Judge J.- 
Foster Symes, Denver, in which he

Heavy Chemicals 


General Demand Continues Slow -- Soda Phosphate 
Firm--Further Tightening in Copperas Supply--Aqua 
Ammonia Shipments Slacken--Blue Vitriol Is Steady 


The market for industrial chemicals 
moved through a comparatively slow 
week. Demand in all directions clear- 
ly indicated that consumers’ were 
awaiting definite signs of betterment 
in retail buying before enlarging ship- 
ments beyond actual requirements for 
curtailed production schedules. At the 
same time it was clearly evident that 
the larger consumers on the various 
heavy chemicals were not inclined to 
order 1932 commitments until such 
time as the general business outlook 
for the turn of the year becomes more 
clearly defined. 

With the various metal markets 
holding steady at the levels of the pre- 
vious week, the various metallic salts 
were without change. However, during 
the course of the week the much dis- 
cussed possible further curtailment in 
copper production may materialize 
when the leading copper producers of

the world meet here this month to 
formulate plans for further drastic 
curtailment. Meanwhile, stocks of cop- 
per continue to accumulate. Septem- 
ber statistics are expected to show a 
further gain in surplus. The recent 
decline in the Straits tin market was 
attributed to the break in thé” pound 
sterling. 

Demand for copper sulphate was 
again characterized as fair last week. 
However, leading sellers indicated that 
a substantial volume of orders for ex- 
port account was on the books for de- 
livery throughout the latter part of 
the current month and well into No- 
vember. 

The copperas market continued to 
display a decidedly firm tone, due to 
the further curtailment in the steel 
mill operations to 29 percent of ca- 
pacity as compared with 30 percent in 
the previous week. The outlook for 
the iron and steel industry for the 
fourth quarter hinges on expected bet- 
terment in the automobile specifica- 
tion releases, better buying by the 
railroad systems and increased orders 
of line pipe. 

The textile industry, which has been 
one of the bright spots of the buying 
here for the several months past, noted 
a slight slackening of several units, due 
to the completion of the seasonal runs, 
together with the additional labor diffi- 
culties being experienced in the New 
England district. Although a slowing 
down in the less-than-carlot shipments 
of aqua ammonia was evident, a steady 
tone was apparent, while a firm under- 
tone characterized the market for soda 
phosphate. The call for the various 
mineral acids was highly irregular, 
while the demand for the insecticides 
was exceptionally slow. 

Alums.—Sellers of the sulphate com- 
modity reported the market as firm, 
with the paper mills and other con- 
sumers taking a fairly good volume of 
material. The situation in the other 
articles in this group remained un- 
changed. All quotations were unaltered. 

Ammonia, Aqua.— Business in the 
less-than-carlot deliveries to the near- 
by textile districts reflected the slight 
tapering off in production schedules, 
but the market retained a steady tone. 
Seasonal slackening was evident in the 
withdrawals of the anhydrous item. 
Demand for the persulphate salts was 
highly irregular. All quotations were 


identical to the prices in force pre- 
viously. 

Ammoniac, Sal.—The comparatively 
steady call enjoyed for the various 
forms of this item continued through- 
out the period under review. Sellers 
were holding firmly to the quotations 
that have been in force for sometime 
past. 

Antimony.—Cables from the primary 
market indicated that a barely steady 
tone was in evidence in the trading 
there. Demand here continued dor- 
mant. Quotation generally was 6%4%c 
per pound. 

Argols.—Demand here was charac- 
terized as fair throughout the week, 
with sellers quoting the crude 30 per- 
cent item at 7c. to 74c. per pound 
while the quotations for the 80 to 85 
percent item was listed at 14%c. to 
lt4ec. per pound. 

Arsenic.—A fairly active inquiry was 
noted for the white article, while the 
movement of the red material to the 
regular quarters of consumption re- 
vealed a hand-to-mouth policy in vo- 
gue. No change in quotations was un- 
covered. 

Barium Salts.—The market for the 
peroxide item noted a narrow demand, 
but the quantity moved was of suffi- 
cient volume to give dealings a steady 
tone. Sellers of the chlorate material 
were quoting the levels in vogue, pre- 
viously, while the hydrate commodity 
moved to the usual consumers in fair 
sized orders. All prices were without 
change. 


Bleaching Powder.—Although the 
spot market showed a _ tendency to 
dray throughout the greater portion 


of the period under review, shipments 
to the larger consumers against con- 
tracts progressed at a_ée satisfactory 
pace. No change in quotations was 
uncovered. 

Blue Vitriol—A fair demand was 
again experienced for copper sulphate 
throughout the week under review. 
Leading sellers indicated that a sub- 
stantial volume of orders was on the 
books for export account throughout 
the latter part of the current month 
and well into November. Shipments 
thus far for 1931 were slightly ahead 
of the aggregate volume of business 
realized in the previous year. Prices 
were without change. 

Calcium Chloride.—Demand here was 
irregular throughout the week, but the 
undertone in the dealings was firm 
and prices were well maintained. 

Carbon Tetrachloride.—Business here 
for both the chemically pure and com- 
mercial item was strictly routine last 
week. Quotations were firmly held at 
the levels in effect for sometime past. 

Chlorine.—Conditions in this market 
were relatively unchanged from those 
of the previous week, the spot market 
moving through a dull dnd featureless 
trading week and consumers holding 
shipments against contracts to actual 
needs, but the market retained a de- 
cidedly firm tone. Quotations were un- 
altered. 

Copper.—There was a continuation 
of the moderate improvement in de- 
mand and buying of copper metal at 
7c. per pound that has been apparent 
since the start of the week. The vol- 
ume of business, however, has _ not 
reached proportions, but with the 
larger producers out of the market it 
is said to be in excess of the supply 
available in custom smelting circles. 

Copperas.—With the further slack- 
ening in the steel mill operations to 29 
percent of capacity as compared with 
30 percent in the previous week, the 
market for copperas continued about 
unchanged, with the leading sellers al- 
locating a material to routine con- 
sumers in a more stringent manner. 
Outlook for the steel industry for the 
fourth quarter of the year is based 
entirely on an expected betterment in 
automotive specifications, rail buying 
and line pipe releases. Steel ingot out- 
put for September reached the lowest 
level since 1921. 

Glauber’s Salt.—Dull and featureless 
was the dealings, in this market 
throughout the week under review, but 
on the occasional transactions the 
market showed a_ steady tone. All 
prices were unaltered. 

Lead Acetate.—Nothing of impor- 
tance occurred in this direction last 
week, with the routine orders of small 
sized quantities constituting the call. 
Quotations were unchanged. Stocks of 
refined lead at smelters and refineries 
in the United States September 1 


amounted to 125,716 short tons, accord- 


ing to American Bureau of Metal Sta- 
tistics, compared with 127,660 tons on 
August 1.

The 
quotations for this commodity were 
offered Wednesday and represented a 
decline of about fifteen percent from 
last season’s basis. Other price de- 
velopments were confined to the or- 
ganic ammoniate and phosphate group, 
including higher quotations for spot 
blood, a turn from easiness to firmness 
in the local tankage market, stronger

The shift in the local blood market 
was a development which commenced 
a fortnight ago. Fostered by the 
lowering rate of production and by 
some investment buying at the ridicu- 
lously low prices that have been pre- 
vailing, the local supply has been de- 
pleted. At the time of writing there 
was no blood available at local plants 
and furthermore, the entire production 
for October was reported to have been 
sold up. Sellers were unable to quote 
for better than November position and 
the asked prices were substantially 
higher, marking the first such move- 
ment taken by blood in several months. 
The Chicago market was also stronger, 
Tankage followed close onto the course 


taken by the blood market. While 
prices were not advanced there has 
been some quiet buying of ground 


tankage for investment and at mid- 
week there was said to have been only 
about one car of that stock available 
at local plants. Supplies of the un- 
ground product were rather liberal but 
the ground product was likely to ad- 
vance in price soon, according to sup- 
pliers. 

Sulphate of ammonia was stationary 
last week. Further sales of domestic 
at a fraction lower than the generally 
acceptable price were not reported al- 
though it was not to be understood 
that additional supplies at these lower 
prices were not available. The situa- 
tion in imported remained just as it 
had been with no further sales having 
been reported. 


Ammoniates 


Nitrate of Soda. — According to the 
sellers there was only a small flurry 
of buyng interest that immediately 
followed the issuance of the long 
awaited schedule of prices. As in- 
dicated in last week’s issue, sellers of 
Chilean material 9nd manufacturers of 
domestic synthetic were quoting $1.77 
per 100 pounds for material in 100- 
pound bags, ex-vessel at the usual 
ports for any position, October to 
June and not subject to protection 
against price decline. The $1.77 per 
100-pound price is quoted to fertilizer 
manufacturers and the price for deal- 
ers is 3c. per 100 pounds higher. Quota- 
tions to manufacturers for 200-pound 
bags and in bulk packing are $1.73% 


per 100 pounds and $1.67 100 
pounds respectively. 

Sulphate of Ammonia. — The market 
passed through last week without hav- 
ing shown any particular progress. 
So far as could be learned there were 
no further sales of domestic at less 
than $26 per ton, ex-vessel or f.o.b. 
production point, which represented 
the basis at which sellers would ac- 
cept buyers’ bids. It was not to be 
definitely taken, however, that mate- 
riai was not available in some direc- 
tions at $25 per ton; a lack of call 
for supplies was the fact of the mat- 
ter. The situation in the imported ar- 
ticle remained as it had been. Sup- 
pliers were holding for bids of $23 
to $24 per ton, ex-vessel, and in one 
direction $22.50 per ton was named, 


per 


but there was no movement in the 
article. 

Calcium Nitrate. — New quotations 
for this article were announced 
Wednesday. The market was named 
at $34 to $35 per ton, ex-vessel at 
usual ports, the $34 per ton figure 


representing the price to dealers and 
the $35 price for consumers. These 
quotations compared with prices of 
$40 per ton last season. Importers 
will carry spot stocks. 

Castor Pomace. — The market con- 
tinued without much life and the sup- 
pliers repeated their previously quoted 


price of $12 per ton, nominal, f.o.b. 
nearby works. 
Cyanamide. — This commodity was 


also subject to a slow call from the 
trade last week. The quotation re- 
mained in an unchanged position at 
974%ec. per unit, busis delivered. 

Dried Blood. — The market followed 
its indicated course of a week ago 
and was much stronger here. What 
with sharply reduced production and 
fairly active buying of offerings be- 
cause of the low prices that have been 
prevailing, the supply situation has 
tightened measureably. It was un- 
derstood last week that there were no 
offerings in the spot market. Fur- 
thermore the entire local production 
for the remainder of October has been 
sold, accordng to suppliers. Novem- 
ber delivery is the -best position that 
the holders will offer and quotations 
for that position were named last week 
at $1.75 per unit. The Chicago mar- 
ket has strengthened too. While in 
the early part of the week it had been 
possible to do $1.60 per unit for the 
high grade, the quotation at the latter 
part of last week were $1.65 to $1.75 
per unit with an improvement in the 
activity noted. The South American 
product which had been quoted in a 
relatively high postion compared with 
the local market, was reduced last 
week to the basis of $2 per unit. This 
was a decline of 10c. per unit. 

Fish Scrap.—Fish runs continued 
heavily and according to one seller 
might reflect in the price if any de- 
mand of size or importance should ap- 
pear. The current quotation for un- 
ground at the Chesapeake factories 
was $2.24 and 10c. per unit-ton. The 
ground product was nominally quoted 
at Baltimore at $48 per ton but here 
too there was but little interest shown. 
The market for acidulated fish offal 
remained unchanged at $2.25 and 50c. 
per unit-ton, at the Chesapeake fac- 
tories, 

Hoof Meal.—In line with the 
strengthening of prices for other or- 
ganic fertilizers in the Western 
market, the quotations for this com- 
modity at Chicago were higher last 
week. Cut production and some in- 
vestment buying on account of the 
low prices that have been prevailing 
were said to have been responsible for 
a 10c. per unit-ton advance in the 


market which brought the Chicago 
price up to $1.35 per unit-ton. Im- 
porters continued to quote $1.80 per 


unit-ton, nominally. 
Nitrogenous Material.—The market 


for foreign material was quoted 
nominally at $1.65 per unit-ton, for 
prompt shipment from abroad, c.i-f. 
Atlantic ports. This quotation could 
have been shaded in some directions. 
Tankage. — Ground tankage con- 
tinued in a tight position on spot. 
While the unground product was in 
fairly liberal supply, there were not 


many cars of the ground article to be 
had last week. The prices for both 
were firm in all directions with $1.50 
and 10c. per unit-ton quoted for the 
ground and $1.25 and 10c. per unit-ton 
for unground. The Chicago market 
remained in a steady position and the 
price for the South American article 
also remained unchanged, 

Urea.—The demand continued quiet 
while prices remained at the basis of 
$82.60 per ton, ex-vessel at usual ports, 
the figure named some weeks ago.

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Potashes 


The potash materials’ market con- 
tinued to share the general dullness of 
the fertilizer raw products’ market and 
last week was without new features 
of importance. As previously reported 
there were some offerings of low- 
priced material for shipment from 
abroad but its presence did not dis- 
turb the schedule of prices quoted by 
importers of French and German ma- 
terial or the figures named by im- 
porters of the Spanish article. 

The complete discount scale for im- 
ported salts follows:—Orders placed 
prior to November 1 for November 
shipment, 3 percent; and prior to De- 
cember 1 for December shipment, 2 
percent. 

On material ordered for delivery, ex- 
store, there will be an extra charge of 
$1.25 per ton at Northern ports (Bos- 
ton to Baltimore, inclusive), and at $1 
per ton at Southern ports and Gulf 
ports (Norfolk to Houston, inclusive). 
The ex-store charge is net and not 
subject to discount. 


Phosphates 


Phosphatic crude fertilizers were 
featured with rather broad reductions 
in the prices for some bone materials 
last week. Indian and South Ameri- 
can raw bone were lowered and the 
quotations for South American 
steamed bone were cut. The demand 
for bone materials as well as other 
products included in the phosphatic 
crude materials’ list was quite slow 
last week and fully shared the lack 
of activity that was shown in am- 
moniates and potashes. 

Superphosphate.—With a light de- 
mand continuing the sellers were re- 
peating their former quotations of 
$7.50 per ton for the run of the pile 
and $8 per ton for guaranteed 16 per- 
cent stocks, both in bulk, f.o.b. Balti- 
more. Production in the United States 
for August was 41 percent less than 
for August, 1930, according to the Na- 
tional Fertilizer Association and stocks 
on hand at the end of August, 1931, 
were 14 percent less than the stocks 
at the close of August last year. 

Bone Materials.—Quotations for In- 
dian raw bohe were reduced last week 
to $21 per ton, a decline of $2.50 per 
ton from the previously asked figures. 
Prices for the South American prod- 
uct were also cut last week. The 
South American was priced at $22 per 
ton, a decline of $4 per ton. South 
American steamed bone was also re- 
duced to a basis of $20 per ton, repre- 
senting a drop of $5 per ton from re- 


cent levels. The demand was slow 
throughout. 
Phosphate Rock.—October to date 


has not shown any visible improve- 
ment over the slow movement that was 
witnessed during September. The 
users were simply refraining from evi- 
dencing any buying interest until the 
scope of their own sales outlets could 
be more accurately defined. Prices 
for export continued to hold at the 
schedule and a similar condition was 


claimed for the domestic selling 
market, 

Sulphur and Pyrites 
The appearance of the sulphur 


market last week was essentially the 
same as in the past several weeks. 
Sales were limited in volume as acid 
manufacturers continued to hold their 
orders down to bare needs. Septem- 
ber was a very disappointing month 
for sulphur suppliers and with no im- 
provement to hand as yet, some sup- 
pliers were not at all hesistant to re- 
peat their sentiments of the past sev- 
eral weeks in the probability that the 
remainder of the year would likely 
prove very slow. Prices for sulphur 
were held at the _ schedule levels. 
Pyrites prices were also without a 
change.

The fact 
that nitrate of soda is being offered at a 
flat rate October to June instead of the 
usual ascending scale is regarded with 
favor consumers, 

Cottonseed meal dropped further this 
week Offers as low as $10 per ton for 
8 percent grade have been reported. With 
ammonia of cottonseed meal hovering 
around $1 a unit, this material is con- 
sidered a disturbing competitor of other 
organic forms of ammonia. It is likely 
that considerable cottonseed meal will go 
direct to the farmer because of the wide- 
spread practice of oil millers exchanging 
on an even basis a ton of meal for a 
ton of seed. This bartering, of course, 


helps the miller to finance his operations 
and the farmer feed and fertilizers. 

All fertilizer manufacturers and dealers 
in the South are retrenching and prepar- 
ing for another off season. Of special 
concern to the fertilizer materials trade, 
fertilizer manufacturers are apparently to 
defer purchases until the last moment and 
then buy piecemeal as the season pro- 
gresses. The absence of ascending price 
schedules, of course, encourages late buy- 
ing.

Coaltar Products 


Benzene, Solvent Naphtha, Toluene, and Xylene 
Continue Firm--Phenol Steady--Fair Call for Colors-- 
Acids Are Slow --Steel Mill Operations Slacken 


Allocating of shipments of indus- 
trial benzene, toluene, solvent naphtha 
as well as industrial xylene to the 
major quarters of consumption con- 
tinued in a stringent manner last week. 
Firmness of the market tone was en- 
hanced by the further curtailment in 
the coke oven operations. The sec- 
tion for the intermediates continued 
to be featured by the demand coming 
from the hat manufacturers, while the 
call for acids was comparatively slow 
and the movement of colors reflected 
the slight slackening in certain units 


of the textile industry. The price 
position of market as a whole was 
unchanged. 


Hope that the plans of the Washing- 
ton administration for easier credits 
would stimulate building construction 
as well as other consuming industries 
of iron and steel coupled with a slight 
improvement in the buying steel rail,

line pipe and automotive steel specifi- 
cations were the bright spots in the 
outlook for the steel industry in the 
final quarters of the year. However, 
steel operations last week showed a 
slight decline to 29 percent of capacity. 

On the other hand, the much antici- 
pated improvement in the steel mill 
operations toward the close of the 
year was not expected to be of such 
proportions as to make a substantial 
impression on the excessive surplus of 
coke, with the result that the market 
outlook for industrial benzol, toluol, 
solvent naphtha as well as industrial 
xyene could be expected to be anything 


other than decidedly firm for the 
balance of the year inasmuch as 
sellers of these commodities will not 


have an opportunity to stock up ex- 
cess supplies. 

That the output of the basic coaltar 
products was further curtailed in the 
past month can be quickly gleaned 
from the September pig iron produc- 
tion statistics, indicating that the pig 
iron output reached the lowest level 
in the period of the depression and 
since 1921. The September total of 
pig iron output in the Unites States 
was placed at 1,218,915 tons, accord- 
ing to Iron Age. This compared with 
1,280,526 tons in the previous month 
and 2,276,770 tons in the same month 
a year ago. Production for the nine 
months ended September 30 totaled 
15,018,034 tons as against 31,399,105 
tons for the entire vear 1930. 

Slight slackening in the production 
schedules in certain branches of the 
textile industry, together with the ad- 
ditional labor difficulties in the New 
England district brought about a 
slight decline in the shipments of the 
intermediates as well as_ coaltar 
eolors, but the continuance of twenty- 
four hour working shifts of the hat 
manufacturers tended to counter 
balance the falling off in shipments 
in other directions. The unseasonably 
warm weather caused a good demand 
and steady undertone for phenol. The 
division of the acids continued slow, 
but prices were well maintained. 


Basic Products 


Benzene (Benzol).—Following an ad- 
vance in the price for benzol in the 
previous week, the market here moved 
through a comparatively dull trading 
week. Contract shipments to the ma- 
jor consumers indicated that a hand- 
to-mouth policy continued in vogue. 
Hope that the plans of the Washing- 
ton administration for easier credits 
will stimulate building construction as 
well as other consumer sources of the 
steel industry was expressed through- 
out the trade, which in turn will na- 
turally have some effect on the surplus 
piles of coke. This excessive reserve 


of coke has brought about a natural 
curtailment at the pig iron production 
plants. The daily output of pig iron as 
well as the monthly total of produc- 


tion in September reached new low 
levels for the depression and since 
1921, according to Iron Age. The 


September total output of pig iron in 
the United States was placed at 1,2138,- 
915 tons as compared with 1,280,526 
tons in the previous month and 2,276,- 
770 tons in September a year ago. 

Creosote Oil.—Business here contin- 
ued along routine lines, with the major 
railroad systems and public utility 
companies supplying the major portion 
of the demand. The topic of conversa- 
tion about the trade was the forthcom- 
ing hearing in the United States Tariff 
Commission's investigation of foreign 
and domestic costs of production of 
this item scheduled for October 30. 

Cresol.—There was nothing in the 
events of the week that would indicate 
that business here was anything but 
routine buying. The undercurrent in 
the market was firm and prices were 
without change. 

Cresylic Acid.—A fair demand char- 
acterized the trading in this direction 
again last week, with the textile in- 
dustry as well as the manufacturers of 
the disinfectants showing no inclina- 
tion to expand commitments beyond 
actual requirements. Prices were with- 
out alteration.

Spot market dealings 
progressed at a slow pace again last 
week, with the major buyers holding 
commitments to nearby requirements. 
Contracts for 1932 deliveries were 
being written at the price schedule in 
force throughout 1931. 

Phenol. — Continuance of the excep- 
tionally warm weather tended to bring 
out a good demand for this com- 
modity from the pharmaceutical trade 
last week. In-between periods were 
being experienced in several units of 
the textile industry, with the result a 
slight slackening was noted in the 
shipments. Prices were without al- 
teration. 

Solvent Naphtha. — Leading sellers 
here were said to be short of excess 
stocks of the industrial water white 
commodity last week. The market was 
decidedly firm at the levels established 
in the previous week. 

Toluene (Toluol). — This market 
experienced another dull trading week, 
but the scarcity of the product itself 
gave the market a decidedly firm tone 
at the recently advanced levels. Auto- 


mobile production was placed at 
142,651 units, showing a decrease of 
25.6 percent as compared with <Au- 
gust. October schedules were ex- 


pected to result in a production of ap- 
proximately 120,000 units. 

Xylene (Xylol). — This situation was 
relatively unchanged from last week, 
with sellers reporting a scarcity of the 
product and a slow demand, but prices 
were firmly entrenched at the recently 
advanced levels. 


Chicago Coaltar Bases 


CHICAGO, Oct. 8, 1931. 

With demand continuing to exceed sup- 
ply on most of the principal products in 
this market, the tone is strong and prices 
advanced October 1 are holding firmly. 
Representative sources of supply say they 
anticipate further price increases in the 
next few weeks. Demand has been hold- 
ing up well, and the supply remains cur- 


tailed. Ruling prices are:—Benzene, 90 
percent, 20c. per gallon; toluene, 30c.; 
10 degree xylol, 29c.; solvent naphtha, 26c.

Anilin Oil—This market was dupli- 
cation of the previous week, with a 
substantial volume of material mov- 
ing against outstanding contracts and 
prices firm at the levels in force previ- 
ously. 


Anthraquinone.—Few and far be- 
tween characterized the trend of the 
sales in the direction last week, but 


the buying was of sufficient volume to 
give the market a firm undertone and 
prices were unchanged. 
Betanaphthol.—_Improvement in the 
demand side of the market was want- 
ing again last week, but the conserva- 


tive attitude of buyers failed to dis- 
turb the firm undertone. Prices were 
unchanged. 


Dianisidin.—Conditions were relative- 
ly unchanged from those of the previ- 
ous week, with buyers covering for 
nearby needs and prices well main- 
tained. 

G. Salt.—Although business here 
failed to show an expansion beyond 
the fair call experienced in the previ- 
ous week, the market retained a firm 
tone and sellers named the prices in 
effect for sometime past.

General Demand Slow--Prices for Myrobalans Up-- 
Valonia Beards Quotations Are Lower--Fair Call for 
Bichromates--Textile and Tanning Operations Slacken 


Demand in the market for dyestuffs 
and tanstuffs was exceptionally slow 
throughout the week. The textile and 
tanning industries showed an inclina- 
tion to adhere more strictly to the 
hand-to-mouth policy until definite 
betterment in the retail consumption 
of the finished articles becomes appar- 
ent. Changes in the market consisted 
of the advancing of the quotations for 
myrobalans and the lowering of the 
price for valonia beards. 

An irregular price trend »in» these 
tanning materials was not @ direct re- 
flecting of supply and demand, but 
rather the result of the daily estimat- 
ing the value of the pound sterling 
against the dollar. Orders reaching 
the tanners from the shoe factories in- 
dicated that that branch of the in- 
dustry was working on filling-in orders 
with the seasonal runs largely com- 
pleted. Among the other tanning ma- 
terials, sorts of gambier continued de-

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cidedly firm, due to the small sur- 
plus of stocks of those commodities, 
while mangrove bark and wattle bark 
failed to be aroused from their dormant 
demand. 

The market for egg albumen con- 
tinued firm, with slightly higher prices 
in the offing. This firmness is attri- 
buted to the fact that the seasonal crop 
of September-October in China has 
been reported as being greatly dam- 
aged, due to the heavy floods, with the 
result that the stocks on hand must 
serve until the June crop, In fact, 
some quarters of the market were talk- 
ing of a shortage in the not too dis- 
tant future should a slight improve- 
ment in the consuming demand de- 
velop. However, it was stated that 
fairly voluminous inventories of spray 
and granular egg yolk products were 
on hand here. 

In connection with the dyestuffs di- 
vision of the market it might be said 
that in-between period being experi- 
enced in several branches of the tex- 
tile industry has tended to slacken 
commitments, plus the fact that ad- 
ditional labor difficulties have occurred 
in the woolen mills in the New England 
district. Silk mills have tapered off 
production schedules, while the rayon 


units continue to operate on fairly 
large production basis. However, the 
unseasonably warm weather had 


tended to retard the retail sales of 
heavier textiles. 

The undertone in the market for the 
bichromate continued firm, with the 
September shipments of soda bichro- 
mate reported to have measured up 
satisfactorily. Demand for alumina 
chloride was light, while buyers of 
antimony oxide and needle retained 
conservative views regarding ship- 
ments. An irregular demand char- 
acterized the dealings in zine dust. 


Chemicals 


Alumina Chloride.—Demand here 
continued light throughout the week 
under review, but prices were well 
maintained. 

Antimony Salt.—Usual buyers were 
taking a good volume of the salt prod- 
uct last week, while the market for 
the oxide and needle items moved 
through a rather slow trading week. 
All prices were in conformity with the 
schedules in effect previously. 

Potash Bichromate.—Spot market 
withdrawals continued at a slow pace 
throughout the week, but contract 
shipments to the major quarters of 
consumption who were replenishing 
supplies gave the market a favorable 


appearance. Quotations wert un- 
changed. 

Soda Bichromate.—Sellers reported 
the undertone of the market as de- 
cidedly firm. September shipments 
were said to have measured up satis- 
factorily, with a fair amount of with- 
drawals noted since the start of the 
current month. Quotations were iden- 
tical to those quoted in the previous 
week. 

Zinc Dust.—An easy tendency was 
shown in the basic metal market last 
week, but a fairly active call was ex- 
perienced for this commodity and 
quotations were a repetition of the 
schedule of the previous week.

Annatto.—Highly irregular demand 
characterized the market for the paste 
and seed-materials last week, but pri- 
mary market trading was _ reported 
as steady and quotations here were 
unchanged. 

Archil——No betterment was evident 
in the demand for the double, concen- 
trated or triple grades last week, but 
sellers continued to quote the levels in 
force previously. 

Cochineal.—Small-lot quantities con- 
stituted the call for the gray as well 
as the Teneriffe silver commodity last 
week. Quotations established in the 
previous week were named at the pre- 
vailing prices. The undertone of the 
market was steady. 

Fustic.—Buying by the textile trade 
indicated that a hand-to-mouth policy 
continued in vogue there, with a 
slight slackening evident in the de- 
mand, due to a seasonal let-down in 
the operating schedules of ceratin 
branches. Quotations for the crystals 
as well as the sticks and solid items 
were unchanged. 

Hematine.—Quiet prevailed in this 
market again last week, with the reg- 
ular buyers covering for nearby needs 
only. Quotations were unaltered. 

Indigo.—Sellers of the natural prod- 
uct reported a highly irregular demand, 
with small-lot orders constituting the 
buying. Producers of the synthetic 
item noted a fairly active call from 
the textile trade. All prices were un- 
changed. 

Logwood.—No slackening was shown 
in the fairly active call for this mer- 
chandise last week, with a firm under- 
tone a conspicuous factor in the deal- 
ings. Prices were unchanged. 

Osage Orange.—This market moved 
through a sstrictly routine trading 
week, with no expansion noted in the 
shipments moving to regular channels 
of consumption. Quotations were un- 
altered. 

Turmeric.—Demand for the Alleppey 
continued slow, while a firm tone was 
evident in the occasional dealings in 
the Bombay item, due to the small 
amount of material here. Call for the 
Madras merchandise was highly ir- 
regular.

Albumen.—The market for the egg 
product noted a firmer undertone last 
week as a result of the dealings be- 
tween importers.

Drugs and Fine Chemicals 


Quicksilver in Further Decline--Codeine Sulphate and 
Phosphate Demand Expands--Menthol Holds Steady 
--Silver Bullion and Nitrate Show Reaction Upward 


Demand for seasonable items was 
the most prominent and stimulating 
feature in the market for drugs and 
fine chemicals during the past week. 
Beyond the call for such materials, a 
general request was reported to have 
been well maintained in volume com- 
parable with the movement noted in 
recent weeks. Prices were steady in 
most instances, though exceptions were 
noted in quicksilver, yohimbin and sil- 
ver. The first two were sold at lower 
prices and the last commanded higher 
rates by the close of the period. Be- 
yond that, the market lacked impor- 
tant development. 

The further depression in prices for 
quicksilver brought quotations to a 
new low for the current movement. 
It was clear evidence of the limited

consumption of the article and the 
competition that has come with the 
failure of demand to show improve- 
ment. Furthermore, the fact’ that 
much production has been closed down 
has failed to check price declines. Mer- 
curials were not affected by the drop. 
In fact, they seemed to be steady to 
firm. 

Codeine phosphate and_ sulphate 
moved in excellent volume, both being 
seasonable materials and occupying_a 
steady price position. Ammonia chlo- 
ride was also in better request. Hypo- 
phosphites and glycerophosphates 
moved more actively as the require- 
ments of buyers underwent expansion. 
Camphor monobromate attracted more 
attention at the more favorable limits 
recently established. 

Alcohol, anti-freeze methanol, and 
glycerin began to feel the effects of 
the nearer approach of the _ cold 
weather period when the use of anti- 
freeze materials in motor car radiators 
increased. Jobbers of these materials 
for use as anti-freezes have been dis- 
posed to take on substantial quantities 
of merchandise with a view to being 
prepared for the heavy demand when 
it shall arrive. Prices for the three 
were steady. 

Menthol continued to be on the easy 
side in the primary market but on spot 
prices failed to decline further. In 
fact, they seemed to be slightly firmer 
as the week drew to a close, and de- 
mand remained active enough to sup- 
port the more stable view that some 
sellers were disposed to take. 

Acetanilide. — The routine character 
of demand present during the past 
week was seasonable. However, most 
sellers indicated that conditions were 
suggestive of a pickup in demand 
within a comparatively short period 
of time. Prices seemed to be quite 
steady. 

Acetone. — The leading producers of 
this article have managed to keep 
prices well stabilized notwithstanding 
the fact that consumption of the mate- 
rial has decreased considerably during 
the past year. However, the move- 
ment is now holding steady and that 
is a strengthening and _ supporting 
element in the general situation. 

Acetphenetidin. — The requirements 
of the largest consumers seemed to 
have been well covered. The demand 
last week consisted mainly of jobbing 
business. Quotations seemed to be 
very firm in most directions. 

Agar Agar. — The tendency of spot 
quotations was upward and some 
quarters reported sales having been 
made at advanced limits. However, 
sellers of No. 1 at $1.15 to $1.20 per 
pound as to quantity were still to be 


found. The strength here was caused 
mainly by the high cost for replace- 
ments. 

Albumen. — The milk albumen 
market had a firmer undertone and 
prices were no longer subject to com- 
petitive shading. Sales confirmed 
prices on the basis of $44 per ton for 
unground and $65 for ground goods. 

Alcohol. — Jobbers were disposed to 
accept tenders more promptly. In 
fact, the tendency all along the line 
Was to prepare earlier than usual for 
the season when consumption is cer- 
tain to rise. However, the season is 
well advanced toward that point. Cold 
weather is a matter of weeks away and 
hence the move to stock anti-freeze 
alcohol is logical and sound. Prices 
seemed to be very steady. 

Aloin. — The irregular call was off- 
set somewhat by the recently steady 
position of raw material prices. How- 
ever, aloin was still without positive 
signs of weakness and the current 
quotations were supported by a very 
fair sized consuming demand. 

Amidopyrine. The calls were not 
numerous nor were the quantities re- 
quired of a size indicative of an ex- 
pansion in the manufacturing re- 
quirements of most consumers. Quota- 


tions were not much better’ than 
steady. 
Ammonia Carbonate. — Quotations 


were 12c. for lump and 13c. for powder 
of the USP description. The market 
was one of conventional activity that 
seemed to be based mainly on jobbing 
requirements in most instances. Stocks 
seemed to be plentiful. 

Antipyrine. — Demand from the 
south was said to be more active. Also, 
more interest was shown in export 
parcels. Prices seemed to be very 
steady in all directions and competi- 
tion was almost totally lacking. 

Barbital. — The market was quoted 
$3.70 to $3.80 per pound, but good 
reasons existed for the belief that on 
an order of substantial size the quota- 
tion would be shaded if the order were 
firm in hand. The foreign markets 
continued to be favorably placed yor 
those forced to replace supplies. 

Bismuth Metal and Salts. -—- The 
price for metal in London is now 6s 
4d. per pound, which advance was made 
to offset the declines in sterling ex- 
change since the ‘Rank of England 
went off the gold standard. The rise 
brought the London market closer to 
New York parity for metal. Salts and 
metal in this country were steady with 
demand being still considerably below 
normal, 

Bismuth - Ammonium Citrate.—Re- 
ports from widely separated quarters 
suggested that some price cutting in 
this article was going forward. How- 
ever, the market was still quoted at 
$5.35 to $5.40 per pound by the pro- 
ducers and they failed to admit any 
shading of the quotations. 

Borax. — The movement was con- 
ventional but fairly close to volume 
expected under present business con- 
ditions. The output of the mines has 
been scaled to prevent overproduction 
and hence the market lacks the weak- 
ness to be found in many other mate- 
rials. Prices were already so low as 
to make further decline unlikely. 

Bromoform.—-Offerings were plenti- 
ful and requirements were com- 
paratively small, Quotations were 
$1.65 to $1.80 per pound, depending on 
seller and quantity. The position was 
not especially steady. 

Brucine. — Alkaloid was held at 10e. 
to lle. per pound, but a decrease in 
the urgent call for the article has 
tended to render’ prices somewhat 
easier and to suggest possible shad- 
ing of values. Sulphate remained dull 
and without new development. 

Cadmium Metal and Salts. It was 
understood that the Canadian and 
Continental output was running ahead 
of the consumption requirements of 
most countries. The production in the 
United States was thoroughly ad- 
equate to cover all requests and to 
provide against an expanson in de- 
mand. However, prices semed to be 
steady in all markets. 

Caffeine Alkaloid. — Demand was 
routine. Deliveries against contracts 
were being made promptly and tenders 
were being accepted promptly in most 
instances. Quotations remained steady 
in all dicertions. 

Caffeine Citrate. — Some look for 
an expansion in the consuming re- 
quirements of buyers within a com- 
paratively short time. A gain in sales 
has already been recorded and that 
fact has steadied prices materially. 
Quotations were steady at $1.85 to 
$1.90 per pound.

Cinchophen.—A report of lower 
prices was unconfirmed. The producers 
admitted a competitive market was in- 
dicated that most business was going 
through at full market rates.

Cream of Tartar.—Prices held but 
they were weak at 21%c. to 22c. per 
pound. Tartar products were highly 
unsettled because of the low cost of 
production and intense competition 
from all quarters. Demand remained 
comparatively light and much under 
the stocks available. 

Creosote.—Winter requirements were 
being covered steadily and in more lib- 
eral fashion.

Rhubarb. More competition was 
reported, but because of the fact that 
stocks were reduced when imports 
were barred by the Department of 
Agriculture, prices have been main- 
tained without difficulty.
